Star Must Use Product 


Washington (UPI) — The government 


proposed Wednesday that stars who en- 
dorse advertised products should use 
those products — so, if Joe Namath 
doesn't really use a Hamilton Beach pop- 
corn popper, he'd better get one fast. 


But even the federal government 


claims to have a sense of humor, and a 
spokesman said the New York Jets' 
quarterback might not have to wear those 
pantyhose just to back up a commercial 
which is clearly played for laughs. 


Rules Published 


The Federal Trade Commission 


published a set of new actual-use 
requirements in the Federal Register 
which could eventually force a lot of 
celebrities to eat, drink, drive, wear and 
otherwise use the products they extol in 
pnnt and broadcast ads. 


One section of the new rules became 


effective immediately and governs the 
use of so-called "experts" in drug ads. 
From now on, lay persons may not en- 
dorse drugs if they do not have actual 
expertise in the field. 


Effective In 60 Days 


Another, more sweeping, section of the 


guidelines covers the actual-use principle 
and would not become effective for at 
least 60 days. The FTC will accept written 
comment on the proposals during that 
period. 


This section says that persons 


represented in commercials as consumers 
of the product — including celebrities — 
must really be typical consumers. 


In addition, if actors are used to por- 


tray a typical consumer, the ad must say 
so. 


"Where the advertisement represents 


that the endorser uses the product, he 
must be a bona fide user of the product," 
the FTC said. "Such an endorsement may 
be used only as long as the advertiser has 
a good reason to believe that the endorser 
continues to be a bona fide user of the 
product." 


The endorsers will also be expected to 


give their "honest views" and not just 
mouth advertising copy they do not really 
believe. 


And so, for example. Danny Thomas 


will really have to drink Maxwell House 
coffee with gusto if he does not already 
do so, and Hank Aaron will have to start 
at least some of his days with a bowl of 
Wheaties if that is not already his habit. 


As for the prospect of Namath squir- 


ming into a pair of pantyhose, however, 


an FTC official said ads of that type 
might be exempted on the grounds they 
are clearly "fanciful" and not really an 
endorsement 


Could File Orders 


Once the guidelines become effective, 


the FTC could file "cease and desist" 
orders against advertisers who fail to 
honor them and could sue if the adver- 
tiser refuses to obey the order. 


In practice, most "cease and desist" 


orders lead to negotiated out-of-court 
settlements in which the advertiser 
agrees to stop or modify the offending ad 
but officially maintains it was not guilty 
of the FTC's charges.

More Stability Asked 
For Retirement Plan

The county should put its retirement 


funds into a more conservative and stable 
investment program, several county 
employes and First National Bank 
representatives said Wednesday. 


And all county employes will be able to 


express their views on the retirement 
program through a questionaire to be 
designed by employes, elected officials 
and Personnel Policy Board members. 


The county retirement plan is built 


around a guaranteed annuity at Bankers 
Life of Nebraska and a trust fund at Fust 
National Bank and Trust Co. 


The county employes' share is invested 


at Bankers Life where the principle and 
interest are guaranteed. The county's 
share, a -110% match, goes to First 
National Bank where it has been invested 
primarily in stocks during the past 10 
years. 


The First National Bank portfolio has 


followed the stock market swings and has 
lost money during five of last 10 years. 


The bank was working under the 


philosophy that since half'the retirement 
plan was invested in a guaranteed interest 
program, the other half should go into 
stocks, Jim Fox, of First National Bank, 
told the County Personnel Policy Board. 


But within the past 12 to 18 months,. 


since employe dissatisfaction with the 
program surfaced, the bank has not 
added anything to the stock portion and 
has used the county match for short term 
investments. 


The current strategy stems from "an 


uncertainty on our part about what the 
county commissioners and the employes 
wanted us to do," said Fox, who asked 
for some direction. 


The two First National representatives 


recommended that the retirement port- 
folio at First National be divided — about 
40% in bonds and about 60% in stocks — 
with some flexibility built in to change 
the percentages to fit the economic 
climate. , 


Sheriff's Deputy Bill Greiner, who has 


lost $1,800 in his First National Bank 
retirement portion, said he would like to 
see all the future retirement funds under 
one roof with a guaranteed interest and 
principle. 


"I don't think we should bail out of the 


First National program now," said 
Greiner, chairman of the former County 
Employes Association Retirement Com- 
mittee. Only future funds would go to the 
single account. 


County employes want to have a more 


balanced portfolio with more employe 
protection, said Sheriff's Deputy LeRoy 
Ostrander, former president of the Coun- 
ty Employes Association. 


"If the employes group had anything to 


say about this, the investment philosophy 
would have been changed two years ago," 
Ostrander said. 


After feedback from employes and the 


questionaire, the board will make retire- 
ment program recommendations to the 
County Board.

Africans Kidnap Americans 
From Animal Research Site 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania 


(AP) — Armed Africans kid- 
naped three Stanford University 
students and a Dutch national 
from an animal research center 
in western Tanzania, according 
to reports reaching here 
Wednesday. 


The reports said the four were 


abducted Monday night from the 
Gombe Stream Reserve by 40 
uniformed men who said they 
were from the Republic of Zaire 
across Lake Tanganyika. 


The kidnapers, armed with 


machine guns, rifles and pistols, 
arrived and left in boats, the 
reports said. 


(A spokesman for Stanford 


identified the Americans as Bar- 


bara Smuts, 24, from Ann Arbor, 
Mich.; Kenneth Stephen Smith, 
22, Garden Grove, Calif.; Carrie 
Jane Hunter, 21, Atherton, 
Calif., and the Dutch national as 
Emilie Bergman.) 


(The Stanford spokesman said 


the kidnap victims were among a 
group of about 30 students 
working at the reserve. Most of 
the students scattered and were 
unharmed, he said.) 


(The U.S. State Department 


confirmed the names of the 
Americans, and said the other 
Stanford students at the research 
center would be evacuated.)

Two U.S. Officers Gunned Down In Iran 


TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Terrorists stopped a car 


carrying two unarmed U.S. Air Force officers to 
work Wednesday morning, ordered their Iranian 
driver to the floor of the car, then shot and killed 
the Americans. 


The U.S. Embassy identified the dead men as 


Col. Paul R. Shaffer Jr., 45, a native of Bryan, 
Ohio, and Lt. Col. Jack H. Turner, 45, from 
Christopher, HI. 


The Iranian -government said police had iden- 


tified the three killers and were on their trail. The 
government said those sought were Marxist 
guerrillas and "no action will be spared to find the 
murderers and bring them to justice." 


Shah Mohammed Reza Pahtevi learned of the 


killings when he stepped from a plane after visits to 
the United States, Venezuela and Mexico. He con- 
veyed sympathies to the families of the men and 
ordered the "vigorous" pursuit of their killers.

The bank was working under the 
philosophy that since half'the retirement 
plan was invested in a guaranteed interest 
program, the other half should go into 
stocks, Jim Fox, of First National Bank, 
told the County Personnel Policy Board. 
But within the past 12 to 18 months, 
since employe dissatisfaction with the 
program surfaced, the bank has not 
added anything to the stock portion and 
has used the county match for short term 
investments. 


The current strategy stems from “an 
uncertainty on our part about what the 
county commissioners and the employes 
wanted us to do,” said Fox, who asked 
for some direction. 
The two First National representatives 
recommended that the retirement port­ 
folio at First National be divided — about 
40% in bonds and about 60% in stocks — 
with some flexibility built in to change 
the percentages to fit the economic 
climate. 
, 
Sheriff’s Deputy Bill Greiner, who has 
lost $1,800 in his First National Bank 
retirement portion, said he would like to 
see all the future retirement funds under 
one roof with a guaranteed interest and 
principle. 


“I don’t think we should bail out of the 
First National program now,” said 
Greiner, chairman of the former County 
Employes Association Retirement Com­ 
mittee. Only future funds would go to the 
single account. 
County employes want to have a more 
balanced portfolio with more employe 
protection, said Sheriff’s Deputy LeRoy 
Ostrander, former president of the Coun­ 
ty Employes Association. 


“If the employes group had anything to 
say about this, the investment philosophy 
would have been changed two years ago,” 
Ostrander said. 
After feedback from employes and the 
questionaire, the board will make retire­ 
ment program recommendations to the 
County Board.

TEHRAN, Iran (AP) — Terrorists stopped a car 
carrying two unarmed U.S. Air Force oHicers to 
work Wednesday morning, ordered their Iranian 
driver to the floor of the car, then shot and killed 
the Americans. 
The U.S. Embassy identified the dead men as 
Col. Paul R. Shaffer Jr., 45, a native of Bryan, 
Ohio, and Lt. Col. Jack H. Turner, 45, from 
Ciiristopher, 111. 
The Iranian government said police had iden­ 
tified the three killers and were on their trail. The 
government said those sought were Marxist 
guerrillas and “no action will be spared to find the 
murderers and bring them to justic-e.” 
Shah Mohammed Reza Pahlevi learned of the 
killings when he stepped from a plane after visits to 
the United States, Venezuela and Mexico. He con­ 
veyed sympathies to the families of the men and 
ordered the “vigorous” pursuit of their killers.

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food Bumps Cost Of Living 


Washington (DPI) — The cost of living 


increased by 0.6% in April, due mainly to a 
sharp rise in food prices after a two-month 
decline, the government reported 
Wednesday. 


At the same time, the take-home pay of 


the typical American worker declined 0.1% 
last month to a level 4.1% below the same 
period a year ago. 


The Labor Department's Bureau of 


Labor Statistics said the retail cost of food 
went up 0.4% in April, pushing the increase 
over the past 12 months to nearly 8%. 


Non-food commodities rose 0.8%, to a 


level 11% above April 1974, and the cost of 
services went up ft6% — also 11% higher 
than a year ago. 


The effect of inflation was compounded 


by the downward slide of earnings, shown 
in a separate bureau report and based on 
the amount an average blue-collar worker 
takes home after deduction of federal in- 
come tax and Social Security. 


Inflation continues to simmer, the report 


indicated, but is nowhere near last year's 
boiling point 


The Consumer Price Index for April 


stood at 158:6, using 1967 as the base year. 
Tnis means that goqds and services selling 
for $10 that year cost $15.86 last month. . 


The report listed these rises in retail 


prices over the past 12 months: cereal and 
bakery products, 17%; restaurant meals, 


11%; alcoholic beverages, 10%; fuel oil and 
coal, 11%; new cars, 13%; used cars, 29%; 
rent, 16%, and medical care, 15%. 


April's rise of 0.6%, seasonally adjusted, 


was the biggest since January but still well 
below the monthly average of 1% or more 
throughout most of 1974. 


Overall, measuring about 400 items of 


goods and services, the index for April was 
10.2% higher than the same month a year 
ago. 


Beef prices increased in April for the 


first time in seven months. Eggs, used cars, 
furniture, houses, gasoline, magazines, 
auto insurance and natural gas all went up 
faster than usual for the time of year.

Total Lunar Eclipse 
Visible Across U.S. 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 


moon will become a glowing, 
coppery ball in the sky Saturday 
night and Sunday morning in a 
total lunar eclipse visible, with 
clear skies, all over the United 
States and Canada 


It will be the first eclipse of 


the moon visible here in three 
years, and. according to one 
astronomer, the best of the 
1970s. 


Given fair weather, the com- 


bination of a weekend night and 
mild temperatures should 
provide a backyard or rooftop 
spectacle for the Memorial Day 
weekend 


An eclipse of the moon occurs 


only at full moon and only when 
the earth, sun and moon are 
exactly aligned The earth's 
shadow engulfs the moon, cut- 
ting its brilliance to less than 1 
per cent of normal full moon 
brightness It does not complete- 
ly black out the moon. 


The total phase of the eclipse 


begins at 12 03 a.m. and ends at 
1.33 a.m The middle of the 
eclipse occurs at 12.48 a.m., the 
point of lowest light level. 


"Binoculars used at this time 


give one the impression that the 
moon is glowing from within 
with a light of its own," said Dr. 


Kenneth Franklin, astronomer 
at The American Museum- 
Hayden Planatanum. 


"At mid-totality, the darkness 


of the sky is impressive," says 
the publication Sky and 
Telescope. "Faint stars appear, 
and the landscape takes on a 
somber hue " 


The cone of shadow from the 


earth has two parts — the dark 
inner portion known as the um- 
bra and a lighter outer shadow 
called the penumbra. 


The beginning of the penum- 


bral eclipse, at 9:59 p.m., can't 
be seen But about a quarter- 
hour after the umbra eclilpse 
begins at 11 p.m., the shadow 
will cause a slight duskiness of 
the eastern part of the moon, the 
first visible sign of the eclipse. 


"The main eclipse begins 


when the much darker umbral 
shadow first touches the east 
limb." Sky and Telescope says. 
"During the next hour this 
shadow spreads steadily 
westward across the lunar disc." 


The end of the visible phase 


occurs when the moon leaves the 
umbral shadow at 2.36 a.m. 


Unlike a solar eclipse, there is 


no hazard in watching a lunar 
eclipse. The lunar show can be 
easily seen with the unaided eye.

Washington (AP) - The 


Commerce Department said 
Wednesday that the natgion's 
manufacturers made their 
biggest increase in purchases of 
machinery and other durable 
goods in April in more than 
seven years. The department's 
top economist said the nation's 
industrial sector "is poised for 
recovery." 


Orders for durable goods, such 


as machinery and transportation 
equipment, increased in April by 
nearly $3.5 billion, or 9.8%, the 
biggest increase since 1967. 


The increased orders are 


significant because they appear 
to show that manufacturers are 
buying the machinery and other 
equipment they need to increase 
production. 


The Commerce Department 


said orders for non-defense 
capital goods — such as 
machinery, aircraft and com- 
mercial shipbuilding — rose by 
$1 billion, or 10%. 


Postal Service To Keep Mail From CIA 


Washington (UPI) — The 


Postal Service has notified the 
Central Intelligence Agency it 
will never again be allowed 
access to U.S. mail because of its 
past use of "mail cover" 
operations, it was disclosed 
Wednesday. 


Postmaster General Benjamin 


F. Bailar wrote CIA Director 
William E. Colby expressing 
concern over recent disclosures 
of a 20-year CIA operation of 


opening selective mail instead of 
noting outside names and ad- 
dresses. 


"I cannot permit a recurrence 


of such activities," Bailar wrote 
Colby March 5 following first 
published accounts that the CIA 
had opened mail to and from 
Soviet Russia and mail from 
China to U.S. addresses. 


"Consequently," Bailar wrote, 


"I have instructed the Postal 
Inspection Service to make sure 


that Central Intelligence Agency 
personnel are not permitted to 
have access to any kind of mail 
in the custody of the Postal Ser- 
vice ..." 


A spokesman said the Postal 


Service will continue to honor 
any legal mail cover requests of 
the CIA in the future but inspec- 
tion of the enveloped will be 
done solely by postal personnel, 
not CIA personnel. 


A House post office and civil 


service subcommittee conducted 
a hearing on May 6 as a result of 
earlier published accounts that 
the CIA somehow managed to 
get possession of letters and 
open them, abusing the mail 
cover operations that postal 
employes are supposed to con- 
duct themselves on request.

Nonflammable heliu m, they say , 
is far safer than the ex p losiv e 
Total Lunar Eclipse 
Visible Across U.S. 


NEW YORK (AP) - The 
moon will become a glowing, 
cop p ery ball in the sk y Satu rday 
night and Su nday morning in a 
total lu nar eclip se v isible, with 
clear sk ies, all ov er the United 
States and Canada 
It will be the first eclip se of 
the moon v isible here in three 
y ea rs, and, according to one 
astronomer, the best of the 
1970s. 
Giv en fair weather, the com­ 
bination of a week end night and 
m ild tem p eratu res shou ld 
p rov ide a back y ard or rooftop 
sp ectacle for the Memorial Day 
week end. 


An eclip se of the moon occu rs 
only at fu ll moon and only when 
the earth, su n and moon are 
ex actly aligned. The earth’s 
shadow engu lfs the moon, cu t­ 
ting its brilliance to less than 1 
p er cent of normal fu ll moon 
brightness. It does not comp lete­ 
ly black ou t the moon. 
The total p hase of the eclip se 
begins at 12;03 a.m. and ends at 
1:33 a.m. The middle of the 
eclip se occu rs at 12:48 a.m., the 
p oint of lowest light lev el. 
“Binocu lars u sed at this time 
giv e one the imp ression that the 
moon is glowing from within 
with a light of its own,” said Dr. 


Kenneth FYank lin, astronomer 
at The American Mu seu m- 
Hay den Planatariu m. 
“At mid-totality , the dark ness 
of the sk y is imp ressiv e,” say s 
the p u blic a tion Sk y and 
Telescop e. “Faint stars ap p ear, 
and the landscap e tak es on a 
somber hu e.” 
The cone of shadow from the 
earth has two p arts — the dark 
inner p ortion k nown as the u m­ 
bra and a lighter ou ter shadow 
called the p enu mbra. 
The beginning of the p enu m- 
bral ecUp se, at 9:5 9 p .m., can’t 
be seen. Bu t abou t a q u arter- 
hou r after the u mbra eclilp se 
begins at 11 p .m., the shadow 
will cau se a slight du sk iness of 
the eastern p art of the moon, the 
first v isible sign of the eclip se. 


“The main eclip se begins 
when the mu ch dark er u mbral 
shadow first tou ches the east 
limb,” Sk y and Telescop e say s. 
“Du ring the nex t hou r this 
shadow sp read s ste a d ily 
westward across the lu nar disc.” 
The end of the v isible p hase 
occu rs when the moon leav es the 
u mbral shadow at 2:36 a.m. 


Unlik e a solar eclip se, there is 
no hazard in watching a lu nar 
eclip se. The lu nar show can be 
easily seen with the u naided ey e.

“I cannot p ermit a recu rrence 
of su ch activ ities,” Bailar wrote 
Colby March 5 following first 
p u bhshed accou nts that the CIA 
had op ened mail to and from 
Sov iet Ru ssia and mail from 
China to U.S. addresses. 
“Conseq u ently ,” Bailar wrote, 
“I hav e instru cted the Postal 
Insp ection Serv ice to mak e su re 


that Central Intelligence Agency 
p ersonnel are not p ermitted to 
hav e access to any k ind of mail 
in the cu stody of the Postal Ser­ 
v ice . . . ” 
A sp ok esman said the Postal 
Serv ice will continu e to honor 
any l^al mail cov er req u ests of 
the CIA in the fu tu re bu t insp ec­ 
tion of the env elop ed will be 
done solely by p ostal p ersonnel, 
not CIA p ersonnel. 
A Hou se p ost office and civ il 


serv ice su bcommittee condu cted 
a hearing on May 6 as a resu lt of

tipped mountains west of here is a different type 
of country club: a doomsday retreat for the 
wealthy. 


It lacks plush swimming pools, tennis courts 


and golf courses. Yet it costs $12,800 cash for a 
lifetime membership, plus $300 annual dues for a 
membership card in this Northern California 
retreat. 


And the exclusivity is something else. 
Prospective members, who must make advance 


reservations, are blindfolded before entering and 
leaving the 712-acre, pine-covered Scott Meadows 
Club. And a club bylaw is expulsion — with no re- 
fund — for a member who gives directions to an 
outsider. 


Each member is required to maintain a year's 


supply of dehydrated food for each family 
member in a community building. 


A wood-burning stove is provided in the 


building, but members own no property, building 
or mineral rights. 


When the expected catastrophe comes — 


nuclear war, food riots, flood or famine — 
membership cards will be passports to survival, 
says Max Hollis of Newport Beach, Calif. 


HoUis is a vice president of Zama Inc., which 


could make $3.75 million on the venture from in- 
itiation fees alone, if the limit of 300 
memberships is achieved. 


Already, says Hollis, 18 memberships have 


been sold, and the money will be used to close es- 
crow by July on the $280,000 purchase from 
owners Michael P. Newton and Albert H. Newton 
Jr. 


Hollis says he intends to have members main- 


tain a low profile. Visitors and guests are not 
welcome. And the club could be especially ornery 
on doomsday. 


All but one of the 18 members own firearms, 


said Hollis, who added, "I'd shoot to kill to 
protect myself, my food and family." 


He says part of his sales pitch is an explanation 


of how easily he could dynamite the road — 
Gazelle-Callahan public road — to bar intruders.

Members have certain recreational rights, such 


as cutting firewood, but the number that can 
come at one time will be limited to 30 members, 
he said. 


"We don't want everybody to show up on the

Hollis said he got the idea for the retreat while 


looking for one of his own. 


"I was just going to go out and buy myself a lit- 


tle piece of ground somewhere," he said. "The 
more we looked, the more impractical it seemed 
to be, so I said, what the heck, I'm in the real es- 
tate business and there's got to be some other 
people thinking the same way so why not put 
together a group deal?" 


He said the group considered sites in Canada, 


Colorado, Idaho, Oregon and Washington before 
settling on the remote Northern California site. 


He said new members have a five-day period in 


which they can change their minds and have their 
money refunded. 


Hollis said the plan is to turn ownership of the 


property over to the club once there are 100 
members or by Dec. 31,1976. 


Use of the land would last as long as the club 


exists, he said. 


Asked how the club could fold, and members 


lose their investments, be said: 


"Well, if all three of us (codevelopers) are 


crooks, and we want to bankrupt the corporation 
and put it out of business, that could be done," he 
said. The other codevelopers are Robert W. 
Steele and Carlos Royal. 


"We're exploring the possibility right now with 


Title Insurance and Trust Co. of putting title to 
the land in the trust to where we can't do 
anything with it at all. So if we should go belly-up, 
the land would go to the club."

Yet it co sts $12,8 00 cash fo r a 
hfetime membership, plus $300 annual dues fo r a 
membership card in this No rthern Califo rnia 
retreat. 


And the ex clusiv ity is so mething else. 


Pro spectiv e members, who must make adv ance 
reserv atio ns, are blindfo lded befo re entering and 
leav ing the 7 12-acre, pine-co v ered Sco tt Meado ws 
Club. And a club by law is ex pulsio n — with no re­ 
fund — fo r a member who giv es directio ns to an 
o utsider. 


Each member is required to maintain a y ear’s 
supply o f dehy drated fo o d fo r each family 
member in a co mmunity building. 


A wo o d-burning sto v e is pro v ided in the 
building, but members o wn no pro perty , building 
o r mineral rights. 


When the ex pected catastro phe co mes — 


nuclear war, fo o d rio ts, flo o d o r famine — 
membership cards will be passpo rts to surv iv al, 
say s Max Ho llis o f Newpo rt B&ich, Calif. 


Ho llis is a v ice president o f Zama Inc., which 
co uld make $3.7 5 millio n o n the v enture fro m in­ 
itiatio n fees alo n e, if the lim it o f 300 
memberships is achiev ed. 


Already , say s Ho llis, 18 memberships hav e 
been so ld, and the mo ney will be used to clo se es­ 
cro w by J uly o n the $28 0,000 purchase fro m 
o wners Michael P. Newto n and Albert H. Newto n 
J r. 


Ho llis say s he intends to hav e members main­ 
tain a lo w pro file. Visito rs and guests are no t 
welco me. And the club co uld be especially o rnery 
o n do o msday . 


All but o ne o f the 18 members o wn firearms, 
said Ho llis, who added, “ I’d sho o t to kill to 
pro tect my self, my fo o d and family .’’ 


He say s part o f his sales pitch is an ex planatio n 
o f ho w easily he co uld dy namite the ro ad — 
Gazelle-Callahan public ro ad — to bar intruders. 


“ Two sticks wo uld clo se that ro ad o ff. It wo uld 
just dro p do wn in the cany o n,” he said. 


Members hav e certain recreatio nal ri^ ts, such 
as cutting firewo o d, but the number that can 
co me at o ne time will be limited to 30 members, 
he said. 


“ We do n’t want ev ery bo dy to sho w up o n the 
Fo urth o f J uly fo r a big beer bust. That’s just all 
w e’d need.” 


Ho llis said he go t the idea fo r the retreat while 
lo o king fo r o ne o f his o wn. 


“ I was just go ing to go o ut and buy my self a lit­ 
tle piece o f gro und so mewhere,” he said. “ The 
mo re we lo o ked, the mo re impractical it seemed 
to be, so I said, what the heck. I’m in the real es­ 
tate business and there’s go t to be so me o ther 
peo ple thinking the same way so why no t put 
to gether a gro up deal?” 


He said the gro up co nsidered sites in Canada, 
Co lo rado , Idaho , Orego n and Washingto n befo re 
settling o n the remo te No rthern Califo rnia site. 


He said new members hav e a fiv e-day perio d in 


which they can change their minds and tuv e their 
mo ney refunded. 


Ho llis said the plan is to turn o wnership o f the 
pro perty o v er to the club o nce there are 100 
members o r by Dec. 31, 19 76 . 


Use o f the land wo uld last as lo ng as the club 
ex ists, he said. 


Asked ho w the club co uld fo ld, and members 
lo se their inv estments, he said: 


“ Well, if all three o f us (co dev elo pers) are 
cro o ks, and we want to bankrupt the co rpo ratio n 
and put it o ut o f business, that co uld be do ne,” he 
said. The o ther co dev elo pers are Ro bert W. 
Steele and Carlo s Ro y al. 


“ We’re ex plo ring the po ssibility right no w with 
Title Insurance and Trust Co . o f putting title to 
the land in the trust to where we can’t do 
any thing with it at all. So if we sho uld go belly -up, 
the land wo uld go to the club.” 


Other real estate bro kers aware o f the retreat 
plan call it “ o ffbeat, but legit.”

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Swinging Back To The Right

The political lessons of Boulder, Colo., 


or Madison, Wis., whatever they were, in 
our opinion held little meaning for voters 
in Lincoln, Neb. And suggesting — inac- 
curately and speculatively, as a matter of 
fact — that Lincoln would fall in ruins if a 
certain breed of candidates were elected 
because the other cities supposedly did was 
a futile campaign strategy. 


The personalities, issues and the elec- 


torates of demographically similar cities 
nevertheless are different enough to mess 
up any attempts at comparisons. 


Similarly, it borders on futility to 


extrapolate from election results in 
Philadelphia and suggest that they have 
national implications. But we feel like 
bordering today, so we will. 


Philadelphia Democrats rewarded law 


and order Mayor Frank Rizzo with 
renomination for a second term Tuesday 
by a significant margin. It was a divisive 
primary, with Rizzo calling his principal 
opponent a "clown," and Rizzo's victory is 
regarded as a kick in both shins for the 
Philadelphia Democratic machine, rather 
than as a backlash against any of the other 
candidates. The machine had been out to 
get Rizzo because of his tough image and 
his endorsement of Republican candidates 
in other elections, most notably Richard 
Nixon. 


One thing we think that tough-guy Riz-' 


zo's victor}' shows is a mounting conser- 
vative trend in the nation. The pendulum is 
swinging the other way again, as it always 
does. 


Just last November, the American peo- 


ple sent a liberal message to Washington 
(maybe not liberal so much as reformist)._ 


"The Congress is undeniably more liberal 
now than before November of 1974. 


But only six months later the fabric of 


the two-party system is splitting and 
tearing more alarmingly than ever; conser- 
vatives of both parties are looking for a 
conservative alternative to the middle of 
the road; the Democratic and Republican 
(especially) Parties are in some danger 
with regard to their futures as viable, long- 
lasting political entities and a rightward 
drift is seen in varying degrees across the 
political spectrum. 


A great number of people who were 


talked into opposition to the Vietnam war 
or who discovered they were really against 
it all along are still glad we're out of it, but 
now they are apprehensive about what our 
pulling out will mean over the long haul to 
the standing of the U.S. in world affairs — 
indeed, many people are wondering what 
our bowing out in southeast Asia will mean 
to our actual survival. 


The economy, too, has people thinking 


retrenchment in the best conservative 
traditions. 


And whenever people are in an un- 


settled condition — as many of our people 
are now; desiring to withdraw and nurse 
the economic and patriotic wounds — 
politicians can take advantage of their 
fears. That's why law and order still works 
as a theme for the likes of Rizzo. 


In the broader sense, Rizzo's victory in 


the primary speaks in behalf of the thesis 
that a fearful people want something sound 
and familiar. In Philadelphia or across the 
nation, perhaps people are tired of political 
and economic adventurism. 


What this amounts to is the natural,- 


balancing rightward swing of the pendulum 
and it is something that politicians in both 
parties will take into account and adjust 
for. 


Lincoln's Next 


The enactment over gubernatorial veto 


of LB423 is a monument to the tenacity of 
Sen. Ernest Chambers of Omaha. 


For five years he has fought for the 


election of Omaha school board members 
by district, rather than at-large. Gov. Jim 
Exon had successfully vetoed any and all 
such legislation in the past. 


This year, with the Legislature in 


rebellion against the governor, Chambers 
got the 30 votes he needed to override 
Exon's veto of the bill requiring the divi- 
sion of the Omaha School District into 12 
districts with half the members elected by 
district in 1976 and the remainder in the 
same manner in 1978. 


It was a signal victory for Chambers, 


who has regarded election-by-districtin the 
Omaha school district as one of his princi- 
pal objectives as a lawmaker. 


Although admiring Chambers' tenacity 


and saluting him on his long-awaited 
legislative triumph, we have some obser- 
vations on election-by-district. 


One, a majority of the people of 


Omaha apparently are against it, judging 
from the outcome of elections on the ques- 
tion of the election of City Council 
members by district which have taken 
place in recent years. 


Two, we think a majority of the people 


of Lincoln are against election by district, 
judging by the same standard. 


Three, Lincoln had better get ready for 


the Legislature sticking its nose in local 
business here next year as it did in Omaha 
this year. 


All six Lancaster County senators 


voted with Chambers. 


Sen. Harold Simpson announced that 


"next year is Lincoln's tui. ior school 
board district elections. 


There are any number of arguments 


against district elections in a city such as 
Lincoln which can be discussed at a later 
date. 


But it is a coming issue here, of that 


there is no doubt. 


Abused Funds 
Patchwork Prairie Country 


WASHINGTON — One of President Ford's pet projects has 


turned into a thorn patch full of prickly problems. 


Before he became president last year, he pushed through a 


$2.2 million program to fight drug and alcohol abuse. He per- 
sonally prodded federal officials to fund the money to a private 
citizens council supposedly to educate state legislators on the 
evils of drugs and booze. 


The council, it turned out, was headed by one of Ford's 


longtime acquaintances, Jerris Leonard. To the astonishment of 
officials, Leonard appeared at Ford's side, beaming benignly, 
while the then-vice president made his $2.2 million pitch. 


The confidential minutes of the meeting tell the story. "The 


vice president (made) it clear," declare the minutes, "that he 
had an interest in the specific grant proposal which came about 
at his own insistence." 


The $2.2 million grant, Ford contended, would improve- 


"communications between federal officials and state 
legislatures." The expectant contractor listened approvingly. 


There was nothing wrong with the communications, 


meanwhile, between Ford and the officials. They fully un- 
derstood that the vice president wanted the $2.2 million grant to 
go to his friend, Leonard. 


The $2.2 million was supposed to be squeezed out ot various 


government agencies, with the Law Enforcement Assistance 
Administration (LEAA) coughing up the first $100,000. 


This raised another conflict, since the anticipated recipient 


formerly headed the LEAA. If Leonard accepted the $100,000, 
the erstwhile LEAA chief would be confronted with an ethical if 
not legal problem. 


His successor at the LEAA, Don Santarelli, was disturbed 


over the conflict. After the session ended, according to a con- 
fidential memo, Santarelli told another official that he planned 
to tell Ford the proposal was "lousy." 


But "Mr. Santarelli said he did not plan to mention to the- 


vice president his other concern ... a possible conflict of in- 
terest in LEAA support for this proposal," the memo 
adds. 
"His reference is to what he refers to as cor- 


respondence from Jerris Leonard on such a proposal less than 
one year after Jerris left the LEAA position." 


In the end, Santerelli refused to allow LEAA funds to be 


used for the Leonard project. But the National Institute on 
Alcohol Abuse and Alcoholism, whose director Morris Chafetz 
has been under FBI investigation for expense account chiseling, 
was less scrupulous. 


Chafetz not only provided funds but assigned a bright of- 


ficial, Robert Beauregard, to push the project. In compliance 
with the law, Beauregard organized a review panel to study it. 
He promptly helped appoint one of Leonard's political pals, 
Robert Knowles, to help review Leonard's contract. 


Both Leonard and Knowles are powers in Wisconsin 


politics. Leonard once ran for the U.S. Senate in Wisconsin, and 
Knowles was president pro tem of the Wisconsin Senate. 


Not surprisingly, the project was cheerfully approved by the 


review panel, which also selected Wisconsin as one of the first 
states to participate. But a special advisory council still had to 
give final approval. 


None other than the ubiquitous Robert Knowles emerged as 


the advisory chairman, with Robert Beauregard as the sole con- 
sultant. It turned out that Beauregard had quit his government 
job and had signed on as a $250-a-day consultant for the project 
he had helped to establish. 


When we asked the irrepressible Leonard about this garden - 


of conflicts, he cooed happily: "I am so clean." He had been off 
the LEAA payroll the required year, he swore, before seeking 
the LEAA grant. 


Knowles told us he was paid nothing for his service. Initial— 


ly, he hadn't wanted to choose Wisconsin as one of the first 
states to benefit from the grant, he said. 


As for President Ford, he started the wheels rolling for bis 


old friend Leonard and then, apparently, lost touch with the 
whole thing.

WASHINGTON - Secretary 


of State Henry Kissinger heard 
recently that an Israeli 
newspaper had called for his 
resignation. That this should 
have come in a paper in a foreign 
country, albeit a close associate 
of the United States, seemed a 
bit odd. There were more than 
enough voices here at home 
calling for the secretary's 
resignation. 


The report was in part in 


error. It was not the newspaper 
Maarive that called editorially 
for Kissinger's resignation, but a 
columnist on that paper, Josef 
Lapid, one of the most 
vociferous of the secretary's 
Israeli critics. Lapid, according 
to word here, is not taken too 
seriously in Tel Aviv since his 
column is on the light side. 


Nevertheless, it was one more 


sign of the unhappiness in Israel 
over Kissinger's Middle East 
peace efforts. That is un- 
derscored by the suspicion in 
both Jerusalem and Washington 
that clouds a relationship 
troubled since the collapse oif 
Kissinger's shuttle diplomacy. 


Israel Is Not Pleased With Henry 


And this is at a time when, with 
the growing antagonism 
between Israel and the Arab 
states, still another resort to war 
cannot be ruled out.

The suspicion here is that the 


Israelis want to put off any 
settlement into an indefinite 
future. The shuttle having failed, 
they are said to believe that the 
Geneva conference in the Mid- 
dle East, where they will con- 
front all the Arab states, could 
go on indefinitely. 


In low moments officials here 


ask whether the government of 
Yitzhak Rabin in Jerusalem 
would not prefer to delay any 
settlement until after the 
presidential election in 1976. 
They would then hopefully deal 
with a much more sympathetic 
administration in Washington 
and the oil weapon of the Arabs 
would be less potent. 


Whatever base there is for 


this, it is viewed here as an im- 
possible dream. The Arab states 
are increasingly politicized and 
restive. They are unlikely to sit 
out a long stalemate. 


Kissinger is the third in 


succession of diplomats whose 
.peace initiatives in the Middle 
East have won Israeli disfavor. 
The first was his predecessor as 
secretary of state, William P. 
Rogers. Rogers' "even-handed" 
approach was bitterly opposed 
by the government of the then 
prime minister, Golda Meir. 


Next was the Swedish 


diplomat, Gunnar Jarring. He 
shuttled back and forth between 
Cairo and Jerusalem to no avail. 
While his efforts as mediator had 
the backing of Washington, he 
was scorned as merely a letter 
box. Jarring retired from the 
scene to pursue his diplomatic 
career as Swedish ambassador to 
Moscow. 


Israeli resentment of 


Kissinger is based in part on the 
substance of his shuttle 
diplomacy. He was asking Israel 
to give up key Sinai passes and 
the Sinai oil fields in return for a 
statement of non-belligerency 
from Egypt's President Anwar 
Sadat 


More than the substance, 


however, is the belief that 
Kissinger blamed Israel for the 
failure of his mediation. 
Although the secretary has 
several times publicly denied 
this, the suspicion persists that 
in private discussions he has 
regarded Israel as at fault.

By saying no to Kissinger's 


final offer, Rabin has greatly 
strengthened the position of his 
government which holds a 
narrow majority in the parlia- 
ment. 


Terrence Smith, The New 


York Times correspondent in 
Jerusalem, writing in the New 
Republic, says Rabin's political 
stock soared with 91% of those 
responding in the first opinion 
polls approving. At the same 
time, Smith notes, the 
breakdown may well have in- 
creased the chances of another 
conflict. 


In this ticklish situation, the 


Rabin government has just sup* 
pressed a book that, according to 
Rabin, would probably have 


forced Kissinger's resignation. It 
contained the secret minutes of 
conversations between the 
secretary of state and Israeli 
cabinet ministers in which the 
secretary is said to have made 
disparaging remarks about Arab 
leaders and the Soviet Union. 


The minutes-were leaked to an 


Israeli journalist. Martin Golan. 
This was the last of a sens of 
leaks that have infuriated Rabin. 
The government required Golan 
to turn over not only the 
manuscript of the book, but all 
notes and material used in its 
preparation. 


The suppression of the book 


was interpreted in Jerusalem as 
a friendly act intended to save 
Kissinger from acute embarrass- 
ment and probable resignation. 


President Ford is meeting 


with Sadat in Vienna and in mid- 
June, Rabin is coming to 
Washington. Much will turn on 
those talks in the search for a 
settlement and the hope of aver- 
ting still another war.

His succe ssor a t the LEAA, Don Sa nta re lli, wa s disturbe d 
ove r the conflict. Afte r the se ssion e nde d, a ccording to a con­ 
fide ntia l me mo, Sa nta re lli told a nothe r officia l tha t he pla nne d 
to te ll Ford the proposa l wa s “ lousy.”

He promptly he lpe d a ppoint one of Le ona rd’s politica l pa ls, 
Robe rt Knowle s, to he lp re vie w Le ona rd’s contra ct. 
Both Le ona rd a nd Knowle s a re powe rs in Wisconsin 
politics. Le ona rd once ra n for the U.S. Se na te in Wisconsin, a nd 
Knowle s wa s pre side nt pro te rn of the Wisconsin Se na te . 
Not surprisingly, the proje ct wa s che e rfully a pprove d by the 
re vie w pa ne l, which a lso se le cte d Wisconsin a s one of the first 
sta te s to pa rticipa te . But a spe cia l a dvisory council still ha d to 
give fina l a pprova l.

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Senators OK Aid 
For Transportation 


Passed] 
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Breaking new ground, the 


Legislature Wednesday enacted 
Nebraska's first state aid 
program for local public 
transportation services. 


The proposal, LB443, which 


also includes an expanded 10- 
cent bus fare program for elder- 
ly and handicapped citizens, was 
approved on a 39-9 vote. 


Moments later, an ap- 


propriations rider, providing $1,- 
250,000 in new money to fund 
the program, cleared its final 
test on a 37-10 count. 


The bills, introduced by the 


Urban Affairs Committee, were 
guided through the Unicameral 
by Sen. Steve Fowler of Lincoln. 


Under terms of the new state 


aid program, the state will pay 
up to 50% of the operating 
expenses of public transporta- 
tion services which exceed 
operating revenue and are not 
eligible for federal assistance. 


Bus fares for elderly persons 


(those over 62 who are drawing 
Social Security, or anyone 65 or 
older) and handicapped citizens 
could not exceed 10 cents. 


LB443 also makes all cities 


eligible for the current state sub- 
sidy to support dime fares for 
persons 60 or older. 


Under that program, enacted 


by the 1974 Legislature, the state 
pays the difference between the 
regular bus fare and a 10-cent 
fare for elderly persons. 


But the 1974 law was written 


in such a way as to make only 
Omaha eligible for subsidy 
payments. LB443 will provide a 
retroactive reimbursement for 
other cities which offered 10- 
cent fares, chiefly Lincoln. 


A $1 million appropriation was 


approved by the 1974 Legislature 
to fund the program. Any 
remaining funds from that ap- 
propriation will be reap- 
propriated to the new program. 


Changes incorporated into 


LB443 alter the definition of 
elderly persons eligible for dime 
fares, add the handicapped to 
the 10-cent fare plan and switch 
the philosophy of the program 
from a subsidy to state aid. 


The Department of Roads will 


manage the new program. 


LB443 provides that 50% of 


the state aid funds must first be 
offered to areas of the state out- 
side of Lincoln and Omaha 
before they could be used in the 
state's two major cities. 


$76 Food Tax Credit 
Okayed By Governor

Next Apnl 14, when thousands 


of Nebraskans are filing their 
state income tax returns, they'll 
be able to take a $16 credit in- 
stead of $13 credit per person for 
sales taxes paid on food. 


Gov. J. James Exon 


Wednesday signed into law the 
$3 increase in the credit for sales 
taxes paid on food (LB430). 


The credit means that a per- 


son m outstate Nebraska who 
spends $640 per year on food will 
pay, in effect, no sales taxes on 
food purchased in 1975. 


Lincoln, Omaha and Bellevue 


residents will end up paying 
some sales taxes on food 
purchases, because those cities 
are allowed to levy a 1% sales 
tax on top of the state's 2.5% 
sales tax. 


Legislature 
Overrides 
Project Veto 


The Legislature overrode 


another gubernatorial veto 
Wednesday, reinstating its $60,- 
000 appropriation to construct a 
heritage village at the State 
Fairgrounds. 


The facility, billed as a 


bicentennial project, will include 
a one-room schoolhouse, log 
cabin, general store, blacksmith 
shop and sod house. 


"In light of projected revenue 


income and your other ap- 
propriations actions, this project 
cannot be justified," Gov. J. 
James Exon told senators in 
vetoing the bill. 


But lawmakers voted 31-12 to 


re-enact the proposal, LB526, 
over Exon's objections. Thirty 
votes were required to strike 
down the veto. 


Sen. E. Thome Johnson of 


Fremont, sponsor of the bill, 
said the project will be a source 
of enjoyment for thousands of 
Nebraskans who visit the 
Fairgrounds. 


Lawmakers have now 


overriden nine of Exon's 16 
vetoes, including four in the last 
three days. 


Consequently, residents of 


those cities who spend more 
than $457 per individual on food 
each year will not get all of the 
sales taxes they paid back 
through the credit. 


A bill sponsored by Omaha 


Sen. Ernest Chambers to com- 
pletely eliminate the sales tax on 
food died because the cities 
which levy their own sales tax 
said they could not replace the 
lost revenue without raising 
property taxes, and because the , 
state revenue picture presently 
looks tight. 


Although Exon has, in the 


past, favored elimination of the 
sales tax on food, he said 
Wednesday, "I t would be more 
preferable to eliminate the 
sales tax on food in its entirety, 
but this action will go a long way 
in providing the needed relief 
from the sales tax on food." 


The sales tax on food is con- 


sidered regressive by some 
because it taxes all people 
regardless of their ability to pay. 


The foods tax credit system 


has been opposed because to get 
the credit, people who file in- 
come taxes must elect to take 
the credit. Chambers and others 
have said poor and elderly peo- 
ple frequently don't know they 
can claim the credit. 


State Tax Commissioer 


William E. Peters said ap- 
proximately 92% of Nebraska's 
population takes advantage of 
the credit. 


He said he did not know how 


many of the people eligible for 
the credit elect to take it. 


The $3 increase in the credit, 


he said, will cost the state 
treasury $4.3 milliion for 1975.

Unicam OKs 
Soybean Tax 


The Legislature voted 46-0 to 


pass a bill Wednesday that es- 
tabbshes a refundable tax of up 
to one cent per bushel on 
soybeans to be used for 
promotional purposes. 


Milligan Sen. Richard Ma- 


resh, introducer of LB74, said 
farmers could get their pay- 
ments back if they applied for a 
refund within 60 days. 


He also said he thought the 


board set up to administer the 
tax would leave it at Vz-cent per 
bushel. 


The bill divides the state up 


into six districts. The governor 
would appoint one board mem- 
ber from each of the six dis- 
tricts, the six members would 
choose a seventh member. In ad- 
dition, the University of Ne- 
braska vice chancellor of agri- 
culture, the director of the De- 
partment of Agriculture and the 
president of the Nebraska Soy- 
bean Association would serve as 
ex offido members of the board. 


After three years, soybean 


growers would have the right to 
petition for an election to deter- 
mine if they wanted elected 
board members or wanted to 
drop the soybean tax altogether. 


The legislature also passed 


LB74A, which appropriates 
$170,000 from the soybean fund 
for use by the board.

Bill To Have To Wait 


By The Associated Press 
The march of time and the 


length of legislative debate com- 
bined Wednesday to overtake 
eight "pet" bills awaiting 
•second-round approval, in- 
cluding one that would establish 
no-fault automobile insurance in 
Nebraska. 


The no-fault bill, LB394, will 


be before the legislature when it 
convenes in January. 


The Legislature rejected 17-24 


a motion by Ralston Sen. Jerry 
Koch to meet next week to fin- 
ish up work on the eight bills. 
The Unicameral is scheduled to 
adjourn Friday. There is no 
longer time to debate bills and 
put them in final form for pas- 
sage Friday. 


Another bill hung up at sec- 


ond stage of floor debate would 
have eliminated implied war- 
ranties on livestock sales. The 


bill, LB536, was introduced after 
the Nebraska Supreme Court 
said livestock sellers were 
responsible for the health of 
animals at the time of sale. 


Another bill, LB574, would 


have increased the fine for 
cockfighting from $20 to a min- 
imum of $500. 


Another bill, LB7, would have 


required landlords owning more 
than four rental units to keep 
security deposits in separate 
bank accounts. 


The other bills would have: 


— Required counties to provide 


adequate space for drivers license 
exams. LB329. 


— Raised fees for certification of 


engineers and architects. 18386. 


— Provided supplemental pen- 


sion benefits for Lincoln police and 
firemen. LB175. 


— Allowed work for the Depart- 


ment of Revenue to count toward 
certification as a public accoun- 
tant. LB409. 


For Veto 


The Legislature declined 


Wednesday to retaliate against 
Gov. J. James Exon for what 
some lawmakers considered a 
slap in the face the governor had 
aimed at them. 


Senators rejected 2-42 an 


amendment offered by Bellevue 
Sen. Prank Lewis that would 
have cut $31,000 from the oper- 
ating funds of the governor's of- 
fice. 


On Tuesday, senators over- 


rode an Exon line item veto of 
$389,897 in funds to opiate the 
legislature. 


Lewis said he had given 


"careful study...and careful con- 
sideration" to Exon's operating 
budget, and said his action was 
"to protect Mr. Average 
Taxpayer" from unnecessary 
expenditures. 


Only Lewis and Omaha Sen. 


John Savage, who co-sponsored 
the amendment, voted for it.

Nebraska lawmakers voted 26- 


22 Wednesday to delay until next 
year an resolution of toe issues 
involved in the annexation of 
rural high school districts by 
first class city school districts. 


Before the Unicameral was 


Aurora Sen. Maurice Kremer's 
LB383. 


As originally drafted, it would 


have prohibited annexation of a 
Class VI district by a city of the 
first class unless the Class VI 
board approved annexation by 
vote. 


It was amended by Sen. 


Donald Dworak of Columbus in 
an attempt to reach a com- 
promise between those who con- 
tend that the bill as originally 
written would completely box in 
first class cities and those who 
wanted unencumbered annexa- 
tion.

contended the bill in either form 
only represented a temporary 
solution. He said the Legislature 
has other basic issues to decide 
before any real solutions can be 
reached. 


"We ought to get to the big 


issue of sensible reorganization" 
of school districts as well as a 
different method of financing 
them, Koch said. 


Kelly said based on the 


debate, the issue "cannot be 
settled on the floor of this 
Legislature" this session and 
offered his motion.

The Legislature passed and 


sent to the governor Wednesday 
a bill designed to make sure that 
no life or health insurance 
policyholder loses coverage if his 
company goes under. 


The bill, LB217, received a 36- 


9 final approval vote. It was 
sponsored by Sen. Herb Duis of 
Gothenburg. 


Under the bill, called the 


Nebraska Life and Health In- 
surance Guaranty Association 
Act., those firms writing life and 
health policies in the state 
would, in effect, be underwriting 
each other. 


Under the act, if a company 


failed, the policy liability would 
be picked up by the association 
with the money coming from the 
other companies on an assess- 
ment basis. The assessments 
would be tied directly to policies 
in force in the state.

The Legislature Wednesday 


refused to give second round ap- 
proval to a bill that would have 
made a driver and his insurance 
company liable for single 
negligence that caused injuries 
to his passengers. 


Under the current "guest 


statute" a driver or his insur- 
ance company is liable for 
damages only if the driver is 
grossly negligent or drunk. The 
law does not apply to 
those 


who provide transportation for a 
fee. 


Big Springs Sen. Jack Mills 


saw his LB491 remain on the se- 
cond stage of floor action after it 
failed to advance on a 20-24 vote. 


Omaha Sen. John Cavanaugh 


called the guest statute "one of 
the most insidious rules we 
have," and added that "nobody 
opposes this bill except insur- 
ance companies," who contend 
it would force some increase in 
rates. 


The bill was opposed by 


Gothenburg Sen. Herb Duis, 
who said the bill was more far- 
reaching than lawmakers real- 
ized. 


The issue of auto insurance 


was far from dead, however. 


Still awaiting debate Wednes- 


day was a no-fault insurance bill, 
LB491.

Wednesday afternoon. 
Exon Vetoes 
Work Permit 
For Drivers 


By United Press International 
Gov. tJ. James Exon 


Wednesday vetoed a bill that 
would have given those who 
have their drivers licenses 
suspended on points a chance to 
get a special permit to drive to 
and from work. 


"In the spirit of highway safe- 


ty, I urge you to sustain my 
veto," Exon told the colleagues. 


The motion to override was 


made Wednesday afternoon. But 
the lawmakers decided not to 
take it up until Thursday. 


Exon said he vetoed LB259 


because it did not include a 
minimum 30-day suspension of 
all driving privileges. He also 
objected to a provision which 
would have allowed for a special 
permit in cases where the person 
lost his license twice in five 
years. 


The measure was designed to 


clear up a situation that sup- 
porters of the bill claimed was 
discriminatory. 


Under current law, those who 


lose their licenses through court 
action may get a work permit. 
But there are no provisions for 
work permits for those who lose 
their licenses by getting more 
than 12 points deducted for 
driving violations. 


Drivers License 
Revocation Bill 
Goes To Exon 


If a bill given final approval in 


the Legislature Wednesday is 
signed into law, drivers licenses 
revoked on points would be 
reinstated in six months instead 
of a year. 


The bill, LB263, was spon- 


sored by Sen. Donald Dworak of 
Columbus and received a 33-16 
final vote. 


The bill is classified as 


emergency legislation and would 
go into effect immediately if 
signed by the governor. It would 
apply not only to point 
revocations in the future but to 
those revocation orders now in 
force. 


Unicam Okays 
Funds To Train 
Viet Physicians 


The Nebraska Legislature 


Wednesday approved an amend- 
ment setting up a recruiting and 
training program for Vietnamese 
doctors. 


The amendment to LB571 


would provide $50,000 to "coor- 
dinate, train and recruit 
physicians to meet the medical 
service needs of rural com- 
munitites." 


Sen. John DeCamp of Neligh, 


sponsor of the amendment, said 
between 24 and 27 Vietnamese 
doctors have signed contracts to 
practice in Nebraska.

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Passenger 
Liability 
Law Holds 
By The Associated Press 
The Legislature Wednesday 
refused to give second round ap­ 
proval to a bill that would have 
made a driver and his insurance 
company liable for single 
negligence that caused injuries 
to his passengers. 
Under the current “ guest 
statute” a driver or his insur­ 
ance company is liable for 
damages only if the driver is 
grossly negligent or drunk. The 
law does not apply to 
those 
who provide transportation for a 
fee. 
Big Springs Sen. Jack Mills 
saw his LB491 remain on the se­ 
cond stage of floor action after it 
failed to advance on a 20-24 vote. 


Omaha Sen. John Cavanaugh 
called the guest statute “one of 
the most insidious rules we 
have,” and added that “nobody 
opposes this bill except insur­ 
ance companies,” who contend 
it would force some increase in 
rates. 
The bill was opposed by 
Gothenburg Sen. Herb Duis, 
who said the bill was more far- 
reaching than lawmakers real­ 
ized. 
The issue of auto insurance 
was far from dead, however. 
Still awaiting debate Wednes­ 
day was a no-fault insurance bill, 
LB491. 
Senators were tentatively set 
to start debate on that measure 
Wednesday afternoon.

Gov. ,J. Jam es Exon 
Wednesday vetoed a bill that 
would have given those who 
have their drivers licenses 
suspended on points a chance to 
get a special permit to drive to 
and from work. 
“In the spirit of highway safe­ 
ty, I urge you to sustain my 
veto,” Exon told the colleagues. 
The motion to override was 
made Wednesday afternoon. But 
the lawmakers decided not to 
take it up until Thursday. 
Exon said he vetoed LB259 
because it did not include a 
minimum 30-day suspension of 
all driving privileges. He also 
objected to a provision which 
would have allowed for a special 
permit in cases where the person 
lost his license twice in five 
years. 
The measure was designed to 
clear up a situation that sup­ 
porters of the bill claimed was 
discriminatory. 
Under current law, those who 
lose their licenses through court 
action may get a work permit. 
But there are no provisions for 
work permits for those who lose 
their licenses by getting more 
than 12 points deducted for 
driving violations. 


Drivers License 
Revocation Bill 
Goes To Exon 
If a bill given final approval in 
the Legislature Wednesday is 
signed into law, drivers licenses 
revoked on points would be 
reinstated in six months instead 
of a year. 
The bill, LB263, was spon­ 
sored by Sen. Donald Dworak of 
Columbus and received a 33-16 
final vote. 
The bill is classified as 
emergency legislation and would 
go into effect immediately if 
signed by the governor. It would 
apply not only to point 
revocations in the future but to 
those revocation orders now in 
force.

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NPPD Objects To Coal Use; Cites Possible Shortage 


KANSAS CITY (AP) - The 


Nebraska Public Power Dis- 
trict, which serves much of the 
state, cited a potential coal shor- 
tage as one of its reasons for 
objecting to a proposed order 
that would prohibit it from using 
natural gas to generate electrici- 
ty. 


The power district's protest 


Wednesday ended two days of 
hearings held by the Federal 
Energy Administration and in- 
volving nine power systems in 
Iowa, Nebraska, Kansas and 
Missouri. 


The FEA notified them on 


May 5 that it intended to issue 
orders by June 30 prohibiting 
them from using anything but 


coal as the primary fuel in 25 of 
their steam-driven turbines. 


The orders could not take ef- 


fect until FEA got clearances 
from the Environmental Pro- 
tection Agency on the pollution 
consequent from burning coal. 


James R. Newman, FEA's 


regional 
administrator, 


described the hearings as the se- 
cond of six or seven steps 
necessary to impose the prohibi- 
tion against use of natural gas or 
fuel oil. Some of the proposed 
orders have built-in delays of 15 
to 24 months to give the utilities 
time to get and install needed 
equipment. 


Not among these is the Ne- 


braska Public Power District, 


whose two generating units at its 
Sheldon plant at Hallam, Neb., 
are deemed by the EPA to be 
ready now. 


Paul H. Keck, special counsel 


for the power district, said it 
may seem that way because the 
power district has been working 
for more than a year and is well 
on the way to converting 
Sheldon totally to coal. 


But look at the coal pile, Heck 


pleaded. One reason Sheldon is 
completely on natural gas right 
now is to accumulate the 200,000 
tons of coal it will need to get 
through next winter. 


Only recently, he said, the pile 


was down almost to 20,000 tons 
and even now it is only up to 30,- 


000 to 35,000 tons. That is only a 
one-month supply when Shetdon 
is on coal, he said, and the 
Federal Power Commission con- 
siders it a critical shortage. 


"So far, we have been unable 


to establish any long-range 
source of supply for the 500,000 
tons of the quality of coal we will 
need when we are converted," 
Keck said. 


He also said the power dis- 


trict will go ahead with the con- 
version regardless of what the 
EPA does, but he asked that it 
specificially be permitted to use 
natural gas as a standby fuel in 
case of a breakdown in the in- 
tricate conveyor system that 
stokes the boilers. 


James M. Davidson, senior 


vice president of the Iowa Elec- 
tric Light and Power Co. at Ce- 
dar Rapids, argued that the 
proposed order involving its 
three generating units at Mar- 
shalltown, Iowa, is illegal, un- 
necessary and discrimatory. 


It is illegal, he said, because 


without due process of law it 
would deprive the company of 
the benefits of a contract it has 


with Northern Natural Gas Co. 
of Omaha, Neb., the pipeline 
company which supplies its gas. 


Eclipse Will Be Visible

professor of physics at Nebraska 
Wesleyan University. 


It should start at 11:01 p.m. 


Saturday with the total eclipse 
beginning just after midnight 
and lasting for one and a half 


hours, Moore said. 


The earth's shadow will not 


black out the moon completely, 
but it will cut the brilliance of 
the moon to less than 1% of the 
normal full moon brightness, ac- 
cording to Moore. 


At total eclipse, the moon will 


be a deep red or rust color.

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Playing Only By-Product 
—Retiring Band Director

Fairbury — After 44 years in the business, 


the dean of Nebraska high school band directors 
says the actual playing of an instrument is "only a 
by-product" of music education. 


Kenneth E. Foust, who is retiring after 38 


years in the Fairbury school system, insists there 
are several facets of band work which are of 
greater value than the playing, per se. Good 
citizenship, improved study habits and personal 
satisfaction are among the bonuses. 


"The discipline required in music relates to 


all the disciplines of living," said the native of 
Red Oak, Iowa. "For example, there is nothing 
better as a mind developer than music training." 


A Thursday night reception for the popular 


director is expected to attract many of the 1,200 
or more Fairbury students he has started on in- 
struments. A good number played under him 
"from the fifth grade up." 


One, Robert Beetley, was his chosen replace- 


ment when Foust moved from the high school to 
the junior high-grade school program four years 
ago Numerous others have gone into music 
professionally, mostly as teachers. 


Even at the lower grade level, the director 


has continued producing awards in keeping with 
his custom Just this month 22 of his 31 junior 
high entries rated superior at the Twin Rivers 
Band Clinic. 


As dozens of trophies and certificates attest, 


Foust's FHS bands were virtual pioneers in in- 
tricate marching back about 1940. He also in- 
troduced exchange high school concerts to the 
state and was co-founder of the annual Mid-Eeast 
Band Clime, now 29 years old. 


One of his most significant tributes came in 


1958 when he was recipient of Fairbury's Outstan- 
ding Citizen Award. 


Though he just turned 65, his 44 years' total 


experience makes him the senior of Nebraska's 
high school bandmasters. Pushing for the honor is 
Al Rembolt of Blair, also retiring, with 41 years. 


A University of Nebraska graduate, Foust 


taught at Milford six years before coming to Fair- 
bury in 1937. He has taken considerable graduate

work at various colleges and conservatories. 


He and his wife, Dorothy, have two 


daughters, Mrs. Robert Scott of Mmneaphs and 
Mrs Richard Berry of Arvada, Colo They also 
have six grandchildren. 


"A little more fishing and golf" are in the 


music educator's retirement plans, also some 
piano tuning and private instrumental lessons. 


"The first thing will be to catch up on some 


things around the house,'' he said. "Some of them 
my wife has been after me to do for years."

Bald Eagle Has Feather Transplant 


bmaha (AP) — Tail feathers from a 


dead eagle were implanted on a young 
eagle brought to the Henry Doorry Zoo 
in Omaha a month ago and the young 
bird was released at the DeSoto Bend 
Wildlife Refuge in Iowa Tuesday. 


The young bald eagle was suffering 


from food poisoning and her tail 
feathers were broken off when she 
arrived at the zoo. 


The substitute plumage was attached 


through a process called "imping," ac- 
cording to Jerry Pier, an Omaha 
falconer and one of the volunteers who 
worked more than three hours on the 
bud. 


Dale Becker, a zoo employe who 


specializes in birds of prey, said the 


feathers from the dead eagle were ob- 
tained from federal officials. They were 
cut to the right length for the young 
eagle and one end of a bamboo shoot 
was glued inside the quill of each 
replacement feather. Glue then was 
applied to the other end of each shoot 
and one by one the feathers were in- 
serted into the broken stubs of the 
eagle's own tail feathers. 


Eleven feathers were used, but four 


had to be set a second time when the 
bird fanned out its new tail before the 
glue was completely dry. 


Becker said imping has been used to 


repair feathers on smaller birds, but 
this may be the first time it has been 
employed on a bird as large as an eagle. 


James Grier, associate professor of 


zoology at the University of North 
Dakota and an expert on eagles, helped 
Becker, Pier and zoo veterinarian Dr. 
Michael McCoy. Grier was in Omaha for 
the regional conference of the American 
Association of Zoological Parks and 
Aquariums. 


"I'd say this eagle has a 50-50 chance 


of surviving. It seems in good condition 
now," Grier said. 


Five other eagles poisoned by eating 


decaying birds near Tekamah have died. 


"There's a 90% chance the tail 


repair will hold until the bird molts and 
has new feathers of its own," Grier said.

Bal d Eagl e Has Feather Transpl ant 


bmaha (AP) — Tail feathers from a 
dead eagle were imp lanted on a y oung 
eagle brought to the Henry Doorly Zoo 
in Omaha a month ago and the y oung 
bird was released at the DeSoto Bend 
Wildlife Refuge in Iowa Tuesday . 
The y oung bald eagle was suffering 
from food p oisoning and her tail 
feathers were broken off when she 
arrived at the zoo. 
The substitute p lumage was attached 
through a p rocess called “imp ing,” ac­ 
cording to Jerry Pier, an Omaha 
falconer and one of the volunteers vdio 
worked more than three hours on the 
bird. 
Dale Becker, a zoo emp loy e who 
sp ecializes in birds of p rey , said the 


feathers from the dead eagle were ob­ 
tained from federal officials. They were 
cut to the right length for the y oung 
eagle and one end of a bamboo shoot 
was glued inside the quill of each 
rep lacement feather. Glue then was 
ap p lied to the other end of each shoot 
and one by one the feathers were in­ 
serted into the broken stubs of the 
eagle’s own tail feathers. 
Eleven feathers were used, but four 
had to be set a second time when the 
bird fanned out its new tail before the 
glue was comp letely dry . 
Becker said imp ing has been used to 
rep air feathers on smaller birds, but 
this may be the first time it has been 
emp loy ed on a bird as large as an eagle. 


James Grier, associate p rofessor of 
zoology at the University of North 
Dakota and an ex p ert on eagles, help ed 
Becker, Pier and zoo veterinarian Dr. 
Michael McCoy . Grier was in Omaha for 
the regional conference of the American 
Association of Zoological Parks and 
Aquariums. 


“I’d say this eagle has a 5 0-5 0 chance 
of surviving. It seems in good condition 
now,” Grier said. 


Five other eagles p oisoned by eating 
decay ing birds near Tekamah have died. 


“There’s a 9 0 7 o chance the tail 
rep air will hold until the bird molts and 
has new feathers of its own,” Grier said.

$6 Billion Economic 
Emergency Bill OKd 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A $6 


billion economic emergency bill 
to extend and expand two tem- 
porary programs of federally 
financed benefits for millions of 
jobless Americans was passed 
overwhelmingly by the House 
Wednesday night. 


The vote was 381-8. 
The legislation, supported by 


the Ford administration, was 
then sent to the Senate. 


House passage came just a few 


hours after the Rules Committee 
unanimously cleared the way for 
action. The legislation was 
produced by the Ways and 
Means Committee, which ap- 
proved it without dissent last 
Thursday. 


Ways and Means Republicans 


said earlier Wednesday they 
expect President Ford to sign 
the measure if it gets through 
Congress as currently written. 
They said they would fight any 
major revision by the Senate. 


The House made no substan- 


tial change in the bill prior to 
passage. 


With the nation's complicated 


jobless benefits system un- 
dergoing what Ford administra- 
tion officials describe as the 
most severe test of its 40-year 
history, the national unemploy- 
ment rate reached a cost-World 


War II high of 8.9 per cent last 
month. 


The bill would extend an 


existing 26-week program of 
federal supplemental jobless 
benefits through mid-1976, when 
the maximum would be reduced 
to 13 weeks for the rest of 
1976. 


The current law expires June 30. 


The measure also would ex- 


tend and expand a special un- 
employment assistance program 
for persons not covered by un- 
employment insurance until last 
year. 


This program, now scheduled 


to expire Dec. 31, would be 
extended through 1976. The 
maximum number of weeks of 
federally financed benefits 
would be increased from 26 to 39 
through mid-1976. Beginning 
July 1. 1976. the maximum 
would be reduced to 26 weeks 
for the rest of that year. 


This provision would benefit 


approximately 12 million per- 
sons — chiefly farmworkers, 
household workers and state and 
local governmental employes — 
who had not been covered under 
joblss benefit laws until 
Congress first acted in this area 
in December. 


Omaha (AP) - The U.S. 


Department of Agriculture's 
(USDA) new beef grading 
guidelines will benefit both the 
consumer and the producer, ac- 
cording to testimony given 
Wednesday in U.S. District court 
here. 


Expert witnesses, testifying in 


defense of the USDA proposal, 
said the new standards will 
result in the breeding and 
production of cattle that will be 
leaner, and in the revamping of 
the current cattle marketing 
system to more accurately peg 
price with quality. 


Last month, U.S. District 


Court Judge Robert V. Denney 
of Omaha, saying the USDA had 
not filed an adequate economic 
impact statement as required 
under executive order, blocked 
the implementation of the 
revised standards. 


Denney is now hearing a suit 


asking for a permanent injunc- 
tion. 


The Independent Meat 


Packers Association of Omaha 
(IMPAO) filed the suit, and has 
been joined by 10 intervening 
groups. 


Members of the IMPAO claim 


the new standards will up their 
transportation and grading costs, 
while several consumer in- 
tervenors claim the revisions 
will result in higher prices for 
lower quality meat. 


The consumer claims are 


based on the lowering of the 
"fat 


marbling" requirements need 
for cattle to be graded "choice" 
and ''prime." In effect, the new 
standards will let a small 
number of cattle now graded 
"high-good" to move into the 
"choice" category, and a similar 
number to move up from "high- 
choice" to "prime." 


Additionally, some opponents 


say the lower fat marbling 
requirements could affect the 
quality to a point where con- 
sumers will turn away from beef 
— a factor that could hurt the 
cattle feeding industry. 


The government disclaims the 


arguments against the revisions. 


Basing its arguments on a 


number of research projects, the 
government says the lower fat 
marbling requirements will not 
significantly reduce beef quality 
or palatability at the retail level, 
but will result in lower prices 


because less feed and time will 
be needed to get an animal up to 
the "choice" grade. 


USDA officials also claim the 


implementation of mandatory 
yield grading on carcasses that 
are quality graded will aid in the 
marketing of beef, and open a 
line through which consumer 
preference may be transmitted 
back to the producer. 


At present, both yield and 


quality grading are optional, but 
only quality grading would be 
optional under the new stan- 
dards. 


As the hearings moved into 


their eighth day, Wednesday, the 
government and its lone in- 
tervenor, the American National 
Cattlemen's Association 
(ANCA), put their major thrust 
into the defense of the man- 


datory yield grading aspect of 
tne revisions. 


W. T. Farr, Greeley, Colo., 


past ANCA president, said con- 
sumer preferences have 
changed, with the current de- 
mand heavy for younger, leaner 
cattle. 


Mandatory yield grading will 


encourage the production of 
leaner animals because it will 
identify better yielding car- 
casses, Farr said. 


Farr, a large feedlot operator 


and rancher, said the revised 
standards will result in produc- 
tion savings in both time and 
feed. He estimated that the new 
standards will reduce by 10 days 
the feeding time needed to get 
an animal into the "choice" 
grade.

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Foundation Approves Grant For NHRRF

The Nebraska Human 


Resources Research Foundation 
(NHRRF) has been temporarily 
bailed out of its financial straits. 


The Lincoln Foundation board 


and advisory committee agreed 
>to grant NHRRF $1,500 a month 
for operating expenses during 
the next four months while it 
seeks ongoing funding from 
.other sources. 


The $6,000 grant was one of a 


total $21,242 distributed by the 
Lincoln Foundation Wednesday. 
Other grants went to the Open 
Door Health Center and to a 
variety of educational and 
cultural projects. 


NHRRF, which has achieved 


national recognition for its 
Langugae Enhancement for 


Mexican-American 
Children, 


lost financial backing from the 
University of Nebraska-Lincoln 
and has been faced with a $1,500 
monthly operating deficit. The 
Lincoln Foundation grant will 
tide NHRRF over until it can 
secure other funding sources. 


James Stuart, who appeared 


on behalf of NHRRF, said the 
group has asked the University 
of Nebraska Foundation for 
financial assistance. It also is 
hoping UNL will once again pick 
up the major portion of its 
operating costs, he said. 


Permanent funding requests 


from approximately 40 foun- 
dations nationwide also have 
been made, he said. 


The Lincoln Foundation, 


which helped the Open Door 
Health Center get off the ground 


a year ago, granted the program 
$5,656.15 and allowed it to use 
the unused portion of last year's 
gift to meet its budgetary 
requirements for this year. 


The original grant was for 


$17,030 for a nine-month period. 
Since its founding, Open Door 
has become affiliated • with 
Family Service Association and 
has been favorably evaluated by 
Lincoln Community Services 
which monitors all United Fund 
Agencies. 


LCS has allocated Open Door 


$23,000 for 1975. 


Jack O'Shea, Family Service 


executive director, 
attributed 


the supplemental budget request 
to increases in salaries, occupan- 
cy costs and transportation. 


Open Door serves as an ad- 


vocate of the low-income and as 


an informational and referral 
outlet for health and dental 
needs in target communities. It 
also provides dental and mater- 
nal and child health screening, 
pre-natal classes, and pre-school 
physicals. 


In 1974, the center assisted 5,- 


172 individuals. In the first four 
months of this year, 4,377 in- 
dividuals have been aided by 
Open Door. 


The Lincoln Foundation also 


agreed to give financial backing 
to a new program aimed at nip- 
ping juvenile delinquency in the 
bud. 


It will pick up the $1,500 bill 


for printing 
educational 


materials to be used by Lincoln's 
new Moral and Social Educa- 
tion; Foundation.

approved a 15,781 grant request 
from Nebraskans for Public 
Television, for Nebraska 
Educational Television Network 
coverage of the final two days of 
Tent Chautauqua — 1975. The 
12-day event is a Bicentennial 
project sponsored by the Univer- 
sity of Nebraska, with assistance 
from the Nebraska Committee 
for the Humanities. 


Tent Chautauqua will make 


two-day appearances in six rural 
communities in eastern 
Nebraska. NETV plans to film 
the festivities in Nebraska City 
June 9 and 10. 


Another NETV bicentennial 


project was rejected by the foun- 
dation. Nebraskans for Public 
Television had sought $8,330 to 
cover costs for filming Offutt 
Air Force Base's Strategic Air 
Command Band along the 
Oregon Trail. 


The Foundation approved $1,- 


805 of a $2,305 grant request 
from Haymarket Art Gallery for 
short-term projects. Projects en- 
dorsed by the foundation include 
establishment of a printmaking 
class, a masters' sculpture class, 
a seminar on arts careers and a 
creativity workshop. 


A fifth project, the gallery's 


proposed Bicentennial event, 
was rejected by foundation 
members. The project would 
have brought a Navajo Indian 
from Arizona to Lincoln to 
demonstrate and conduct 
workshops on sand painting. 


Foundation members okayed 


a request for $1,500 in seed 
money for the Lincoln Com- 
munity Arts Council's 1975-76 
program. 


Dick White who appeared for 


the council said the group is 
seeking grants from the 
Nebraska Arts Council and the 
National Endowment for the 
Arts, as well as contributions 
from Lincoln's business com- 
munity for its proposed budget 
totalling $28,000.

Robert F. Peterson said 1,134 
association members voted in 
favor of ratification, while only 
76 cast ballots to reject the pact. 


Last Step 


The election was the last step 


in making the new contract 
proposal official. LEA and Lin- 
coln Board of Education 
negotiators wrapped up collec- 
tive bargaining talks on May 7, 
and the board stamped its ap- 
proval on the agreement a week 
later. 


LEA has 1,460 members. The 


1,210 who voted Tuesday and 
Wednesday represent a 
"stronger" turnout, by about 
100, than that for ratification of a 
10.32% settlement accepted last 
year for 1974-75, Peterson said. 


The heightened interest this 


year "reflects the excitement for 
our new fringe benefit package," 
he said, noting the LEA offices 
have already fielded "all kinds of 
phone calls" from approving 
teachers. 


In the "cafeteria concept," un- 


usual among school districts 
nationally, "it just makes sense 
to allow the fringe dollars to be 
used by the teacher toward the 
insurance programs that they 
personally need," Peterson said. 
"It's the flexibility that's so 
exciting." 


During the coming contract 


year, teachers may choose to 
take the board's fringe dollar 
contribution, based on in- 
dividual salaries, and apply it to 
income protection or health in- 
surance, or they may receive the 
amount in additional monthly 
pay. 


The 10.5% overall increase 


will require an additional $1.57 
million for teacher salaries in 
1975-76, boosting the pay budget 
to $18.6 million. The fringe 
benefit increase will cost an ad- 
ditional $205,160. Base pay for a 
beginning teacher will increase 
from $7,825 to $8,415. 


Salaries take about 85% of the 


Lincoln schools total budget, 
$30,587,969 this school year. The 
1975-76 budget, which the board 
will adopt next month, will 
probably exceed $33 million 
because of district-wide costs 
affected by inflation and 
program cost changes such as in 
special education. 


Other Employes 


Additionally, bigger paychecks 


are also ahead for about 900 
other school district employes. 
Negotiations are underway with 
five collective bargaining groups 
representing non-teaching and 
support staff members. Their 
combined pay this school year 
totalled about $4.2 million. 


Although each classified staff 


group has proposed varying pay 
and benefits requests for new 
contracts, settlements are 
expected to range close to the 
10.5% teacher pact. 


Peterson commended - the 


school board and administration 
"for their willingness to 
pioneer" the new fringe benefit 
concept as well as provide pay 
raises to cope with inflation.

We Would Like To Meet Pilot Whose Life He Saved 


By JOANNE FARMS 


Did you ever hear of Samuel 


Cooper? I suppose not. He's a 
quiet, unassuming, retired ac- 
countant who loves to play golf. 
He's 82 now, so he rides in a cart 
when he plays his three games a 
w,eek. 


In 1943 he was walking on 


Long Island's Bethpage Golf 
Course. He was young then and 
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strong, and in a moment of 
danger he performed an act of 
heroism that saved a man's life. 


This is the way Charles Whited 


of the Miami Herald described 
the event in a recent column: 


"Without warning, a P47 


fighter plane from a nearby 
Army air base came swooping 
low over the trees and 
crashlanded, spewing flames. 
The pilot was trapped in the 
cockpit. 


"Cooper ran over, climbed 


onto the wing and tried to open 


the canopy It was jammed. 
Cooper... shouted to bis golfing 
partner, who was frozen in his 
tracks. So he told his caddy to 
bring a golf club. 


"Using a club as a lever, he 


managed to open the cockpit and 
drag the pilot free. They slid 
down the wing to get away from 
the flames. The pilot ran one 
way; Cooper ran the other. 


"Moments later the plane 


exploded. Arriving firemen 
found the dazed pilot sitting un- 
der a tree. He did not remember 


how he had gotten out of the 
plane." 


Samuel Cooper tried twice to 


find out from military 
authorities the name of the pilot, 
but wartime security intervened. 
At that time, Cooper let the 
matter ride. He had done what 
he had to do and he felt good 
about it, and that was enough. 


Over the years, though, the 


thought has stayed with him. He 
wonders who it was and if he's 
still alive. As Cooper gets older, 
he thinks more about how fine it 


would be to know that man. 
There exists some invisible bond 
between him and the man whose 
life he saved He would like to 
meet him, talk, perhaps even 
play golf. 


This unsung hero, Samuel 


Cooper, at 82, thinks more often 
of that autumn day of 1943 when 


he unhesitatingly endangered 
himself to save a man from 
death. Cooper wonders if that 
man lives somewhere out there 
in this vast land of ours. 


"Somehow it is very important 


to me," he says. "I'd just like to 
know "

and lung contusions.

His wife died May 7 
without regaining consciousness. 


"He can do grimaces and 


facial expressions and so forth," 
said the hospital official, who 
asked not to be identifed. "But 


it's hard for us to tell how alert 
he is." 


Caruso, who owns a phar- 


macy, won Tuesday's election by 
a 3-1 margin. 


"He would not be able to run 


in the general election even 
should he continue to make 
progress at his present rate," the 
hospital official said.

"didn't want to get back in the 
political arena." 


"That has cost me dearly," 


Snyder said, but did not 
elaborate.. 


The former senator from 


North Omaha said he had also 
rejected jobs because they paid 
"only about half of what I'm 
capable of earning." 


Krell deferred sentencing for 


Snyder until July 18. 


He did so after Snyder told 


him he is pursuing two job 
possibilities now and should 
know by July 1 if he is going to 
be successful at either. If he ob- 
tains neither, Snyder said, he 
would "dropdown" in his expec- 
tations.

Springfield Family Tells 
High Court Eviction Void

Attorneys for a -Springfield 


family Wednesday asked the 
Nebraska Supreme Court to 
overturn a district court zoning 
ruling and allow the family to 
move back into their homes. 


They also asked the court to 


overturn contempt citations im- 
posed when the family did not 
comply with the district court's 
ruling.

Stock Market's Loss 
Largest In Two Weeks

The Dow Jones average of 30 


industrials fell 11 81 to 818 68 for 
its biggest drop since it took a 
20 88-point tumble in profit 
taking May 6 


Big Board volume was a sub- 


dued 17 64 million shares, down 
from 18 32 million on Tuesday 


The session followed a vir- 


tually straight downtul track 
after the Labor Department re- 
ported at the opening that con- 
sumer pnces had risen at a 7.2 
per cent annual rate in April. 


That was twice the March 


rate, and news of a further ero- 
sion in workers' purchasing 
power came with it 


The White House said the 


Ford Administration still be- 
lieved inflation was subsiding 
from its two-digit levels of last 
year, and added it wasn't sur- 
prised to see some upturn from 
March's sharply lower rate 


And many Wall Streeters had 


also been braced for something 
worse than the March figure. 


But the news nevertheless 


seemed to stir up concern that 
resurgent inflationary pressures 
might accompany the upturn in 
economic activity many 
observers are looking for later in 
the year 


Analysts also observed that 


the market, already struggling 
against profit-taking forces, had 
appeared vulnerable to negative 
news 


That downward bias seemed 


to be confirmed at mid-after- 
noon, when the government re- 
ported that durable goods or- 
ders rebounded sharply in 
March—an encouraging devel- 
opment which evoked no dis- 
cernible response at all from the 
market 


Steel issues were a con- 


picuous weak spot amid reports 
of a faster-than-expected 
steel demand of late U S Steel 
fell 2 to 60%, Bethlehem 
dropped 1'fc to 36 %, Republic 
P/s to 30"s, and Armco % to 
28 V8

Stock Market's Loss 
Largest In Two Weeks 


NEW YORK 
(AP) -The 
stock market took the news of a 
renewed climb in consumer 
prices uneasily Wednesday, 
posting its largest loss in more 
than two weeks in slow but 
steady selling. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials fell 11.81 to 818.68 for 
its biggest drop since it took a 
20.88-point tumble in profit 
taking May 6. 


Big Board volume was a sub­ 
dued 17.64 million shares, down 
from 18.32 million on Tuesday. 
The session followed a vir­ 
tually straight downhil track 
after the Labor Department re­ 
ported at the opening that con­ 
sumer prices had risen at a 7.2 
per cent annual rate in April. 
That was twice the March 
rate, and news of a further ero­ 
sion in workers’ purchasing 
power came with it. 
The White House said the 
Ford Administration still be­ 
lieved inflation was subsiding 
from its two-digit levels of last 
year, and added it wasn’t sur­ 
prised to see some upturn from 
March’s sharply lower rate. 
And many Wall Streeters had 


also been braced for something 
worse than the March figure. 


But the news nevertheless 
seemed to stir up concern that 
resurgent inflationary pressures 
might accompany the upturn in 
economic a ctivity many 
observers are looking for later in 
the year. 


Analysts also observed that 
the market, already struggling 
against profit-taking forces, had 
appeared vulnerable to negative 
news. 


That downward bias seemed 
to be confirmed at mid-after­ 
noon, when the government re­ 
ported that durable goods or­ 
ders rebounded sharply in 
March—an encouraging devel­ 
opment which evoked no dis­ 
cernible response at all from the 
market. 


Steel issues were a con- 
picuous weak spot amid reports 
of a faster-than-expected 
steel demand of late. U.S. Steel 
fell 2 to 60Vi; Bethlehem 
dropped 
to 36Vfe; Republic 
to 30^8, and Armco % to 
28 Vs.

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Osborne, Switzer Not Thrilled By Spring Game Idea

Nebraska football coach Tom Osborne and 


his Oklahoma counterpart, Barry Switzer, 
aren't overjoyed with the prospect that their 
teams might have to play a game in the 
spring to help alleviate the financial pinch in 
college athletics. 


"It would look like it would change the 


nature, and possibly the purpose, of spring 
football," Osborne said Wednesday after- 
noon during a break in movie-watching of 
next season's opponents. 


"We use spring practice to evaluate our 


players and look at new things we might 
want to use in the fall, both offensively and 
defensively," the Cornhusker coach said. 


Osborne said he and other Big Eight 


coaches understand the financial problems 
facing intercollegiate sports and added, "If 
that is what it takes to operate we'll do it, 
but most coaches feel as I do. It might be 
more interesting for the fans, but it would 
hurt in the evaluation process which is so 
necessary." 


He thinks the evaluation period would be 


cut down to just seven to ten days and then 
10 or 12 days would be spent getting ready to 
play a game. 


"I'd prefer to add a game on the regular 


season," Osborne said. 


He doesn't like the idea of playing a game 


when, in effect, coaches are told to play their 
first team one quarter, second team another 


quarter, and so on. "One reason we have 
spring practice is to decide who is first, se- 
cond or third team," he pointed out. 


A negative factor\also would result in 


giving the first couple of opponents in 
September an opportunity to scout the 
Huskers when they are going all-out under 
game conditions to win. 


"Spring games now show them nothing 


and sometimes they're worthless," he said. 
"Usually we use a very basic defense and we 
cut down the offense about a third. We never 
show anything new we're going to be using 
during the season." 


The injury factor always is greater in the 


spring because teams hit and scrimmage 
more than in the fall. It's a necessity to 
properly evaluate personnel. 


This is one reason Switzer opposes the 


game. He held ten regulars out of all spring 
scrimmage work, including the spring game. 
He figures he doesn't need to evaluate their 
plusses and minuses. The same is done to a 
lesser degree at Nebraska. The No. 1 Husker 
units saw little more than a quarter of action 
in the spring game. 


Switzer feels deeply concerned about the 


moves to trim football scholarships as a cost- 
saving thing. 


"They're talking about taking away 


another five scholarships," he said. "They're 
killing the game, eating away at it. Five 
scholarships. That's about $11,000 here out 
of a three-million dollar budget. Surely there 
must be a better way to save $11,000. 


"They'll return the game to the 1950s. 


Everybody will stress defense and the 
kicking game, if we'd go back to one platoon, 
and play for the break. We'll have 7-2 games 
and the most exciting play will be a quick 
kick." 


What Switzer dislikes most of all is a 


feeling that what started out as a sincere 
move to save dollars may be turning toward 
a move to legislate equality in college foot- 
ball. 


John McKay, Southern California coach, 


said recently equality isn't possible under 
any system. "The winners now will continue 
to win and the losers will continue to lose." 
he believes, and he has history to back up 
that theory.

Trickey Under Fire, Five Cagers Quit 


AMES, "Iowa (AP) - Iowa 


State University Basketball 
Coach Ken Trickey is under fire 
because five players have left the 
Cyclone basketball program. 


Charges have been made that 


some players don't respect Tri- 
ckey, that they aren't receiving 
any coaching and that they don't 
like his basketball program. 


"I'd like to see people with- 


hold judgment until I've had my 
program in effect for a year," 
Trickey said in an interview. 


•'I got here last September and 


took over another person's 
program. It's too early to judge 
me on just one year." 


Triekey's teams compiled a 


118-23 record in five years at 
Oral Roberts University before 
he succeeded the late Maury 
John. The Cyclones finished 10- 
16 last season under Trickey, 
"which was only my third losing 
season," he said. 


Trickey learned last week that 


freshman guards Tom Norman 
and Chuck Fritz want to leave. 
Jim Thorup, a forward from Des 
Moines, and center Alex 
Mazeikas of Clinton are doing 
the same. Craig DeLoss, a 
center, left last season. Coach 
John's son, John John, quit and 
then returned. 


Mazeikas, 6-foot-10, played in 


19 of 26 games as a sophomore 
last season. He said Triekey's go- 
go style was one reason he gave 
up his basketball scholarship. 
"He doesn't use a post man in all 
this," Mazeikas said, "and that's 
a big part of it." 


Norman is from Rockford, Dl., 


and Fritz is from Freeport, Dl. 
Their fathers, Ron Norman and 


Bill Fritz, wrote to Trickey, 
asking that their sons be 
released from their com- 
mitments to play at ISU. 


I've written letters of recom- 


mendation for Thorup and Ma- 
zeikas and gave them an un- 
conditional release," Trickey 
said. "I have not for Tom be- 
cause it was such a surprise." 


The elder Norman said his son 


wants to enroll elsewhere 
because, he contends, the play- 
ers aren't being coached, they 
don't respect Trickey and they 
don't believe in his brand of 
basketball. 


"I've always been brought up 


in a different coaching philoso- 
phy," young Norman said. 
"Coach Triekey's philosophies 
are good, but he has to have the 
right type of players. I don't 
think I'm the kind of player that 
can play that style." 


He said he believes that's why 


the other four players left the 
program. 


"I can understand the kids 


being insecure," said Trickey. 
"When a new boss comes in, and 
he talks about recruiting new 
people...you can't help but be in- 
secure." 


"It's not uncommon for kids 


to leave when a new kid or coach 
comes into the program. I get 
two or three letters a week from 
kids who want to transfer here. 


"I think you'd be amazed at 


the number of kids who have left 
programs in the past when a new 
coach comes in." 


Trickey said he isn't critical of 


the basketball program he in- 
herited. 


"Normally, a new coach ar- 


rives in the spring and has a 
chance to change people with- 
out others noticing it," the Big 


Eight coach said. 


"I came here Sept. 1, and

couldn't work the kids out until 
Oct. 15.1 could only talk to them 
individually. I had very little 


time." 


Trickey, 41, said he also may 


be getting a bum rap. 


"An indication of the times, it

New Methods Working 
For Luther's Squad

Lincoln Northeast track coach 


Clayton Luther admits to 
hearing some complaints about 
his workouts and training earlier 
this season. 


And when Northeast finished 


last in the city meet, Luther 
expected some of his team 
members to think he was a bit 
crazy. 


But heading into Friday and 


Saturday's Boys State High 
School Track and Field meet at 
Omaha Burke, Luther hasn't 
been hearing any complaints. 
Nobody seems to think he's 
crazy anymore either. 


In winning the A-l district 


meet at East High's Stuart 
Stadium last Friday, Northeast 
qualified 15 entries to the state 
meet. It's the fourth highest 
total in Class A. 


A first-year ccach with all 


first-year assistants (Bill Rogge 
and Ken Katzer), Luther figured 
it would be a good time to try 
some new coaching methods. 


"Being a baseball player in 


college and not having par- 
ticipated in track since high 
school," Luther said, "I was a 


bit apprehensive about taking 
the head track job. Since 
November, I've been reading, 
studying and attending clinics to 
learn as much as I can about the 
new methods of coaching." 


The "new methods" include a 


total weight program for each of 
the team members, not just the 
weightmen. 


"Everyone does the same 


exercises," Luther said. "But 
some just work with more 
weight than others." 


Using a universal weight 


machine, Northeast worked out 
as a team three nights a week for 
the entire season up to the dis- 
trict meet, and then tapered off 
to once a week. 


"Even Scott Resz (Northeast's 


top miler and a state contender), 
as hard a worker as he is, 
questioned the weights as a 
training method at first," Luther 
said. "But now he's planning on 
lifting all summer. 


"We started the season with 


the basic premise that we 
wanted to build and improve the 
entire season," Luther said. "We 
worked a great deal on over- 
distance work and weights." 


The overdistance stopped with 


the Trans-Nebraska meet that 
Northeast won in the ram. 


Some might have thought that 


win was a fluke, but the Rockets 
proved otherwise with back-to- 
back titles in the Eastern 1-80 
Conference and district. 


Even with the advances 


Northeast has made throughout 
the year, Luther admits 
dreaming of a state cham- 
pionship is probably just that — 
a dream. 


"Mathematically figuring, like 


all coaches do," Luther 
calculated, "depending on the 
situation, we could score 
anywhere from a low of zero to 
60 points. 


"Realistically, 
we figure 


anywhere between 30 and 50 
points," Luther added. "Resz 
will have to be reckoned with 
since he's run two 4:26's and last 
year he got knocked off the 
curve so he should really be 
ready." 


Beside Resz, Northeast has 


two members who placed in last 
year's state meet. They are Jack 
Swanda (fifth in the long jump) 
and Steve Eliker (fifth in the 
high hurdles).

It's hard to imagine any three persons who have made more 


positive contributions to Nebraska thoroughbred horse racing 
than Dick Becker, Henry Brandt or Harry Farnham. 


Yet those were precisely the three gentlemen who took the 


brunt of false charges, illogical reasoning and outmoded 
thinking at Tuesday's date-setting meeting of the Nebraska State 
Racing Commission. And what did each of the trio do to deserve 
those criticisms? 


DICK BECKER — he's been the major impetus in up- 


grading Ak-Sar-Ben into one of the country's major race tracks 
It goes without saying some of the cheaper horses owned by 
Nebraskans will not be eligible to race in Omaha That's unfor- 
tunate, yet Becker is definitely undeserving of the charges that 
Ak-Sar-Ben is impervious to the little man. He's doing all that is 
possible to turn Ak-Sar-Ben into a track that can compete with 
the best in the country. 


HENRY BRANDT - In the decade that he has been 


general manager of the State Fairgrounds, he has fought, 
pleaded and begged to get a new race track for Lincoln. Finally, 
the dream has been reached and by the 1977 racing season, Lin- 
coln will have a new track and grandstand. So how is he 
rewarded? By charging him, through Red Lee, vice-president of 
the local division of the Horsemen's Benevolent and Protective 
Association that he turn his back on horsemen who have sup- 
ported the Lincoln races for 20 years? Admittedly, the quality of 
horses that will be eligible for the remodeled Lincoln plant will 
be better. But that doesn't — repeat doesn't mean — that Henry 
Brandt will eliminate stables that have been permanent fixtures 
in this town for two decades. 


HARRY FARNHAM - As chairman of the Nebraska State 


Racing Commission, he is constantly the referee in disputes 
which technically, he shouldn't be waiting his time with! The 
arguments and charges leveled at Tuesday's meetings which 
Farnham tried to resolve are too childish and illogical to waste 
space in this paper to describe. Farnham serves without pay on 
the commission, yet he takes the blame for what is wrong with 
Nebraska racing. 


Repeat Of Last Year 


The same disputes which marred last year's date-setting 


meeting in the fall surfaced on Tuesday. Again Becker, Brandt 
and Farnham received unwarranted criticisms. 


There is room for the top-level horses m this state and for 


low-priced claimers. But times change. 


Unfortunately, some horsemen don't. You have to better 


your stock or you will be left at the gate. 


This sports section can't do things the way it was done 10 


years ago. We've got to do a better job in the way we present the 
news. 


It's the same with thoroughbred racing. Becker can't run 


Ak-Sar-Ben like it was 1965 — this is 1975 — and conditions are 
vastly different from 10 years ago. 


Certainly, no one likes to see Nebraska residents have trou- 


ble getting stalls at any track in this state. But if you don't have 
livestock that is eligible to compete then you must improve your 
product. 


Not tearing a race track down to your level, but by bettering 


your stock so that it can compete on a higher level.

Osborne, Switzer Not Thrilled By Spring Game Idea

Nebraska football coach Tom Osborne and 
his Oklahoma counterpart, Barry Switzer, 
aren’t overjoyed with the prospect that their 
teams might have to play a game in the 
spring to help alleviate the financial pinch in 
college athletics. 


“ It would look like it would change the 
nature, and possibly the purpose, of spring 
football,” Osborne said Wednesday after­ 
noon during a break in movie-watching of 
next season’s opponents. 


“ We use spring practice to evaluate our 
players and look at new things we might 
want to use in the fall, both offensively and 
defensively,” the Comhusker coach said. 


Osborne said he and other Big Eight 
coaches understand the financial problems 
facing intercollegiate sports and added, “If 
that is what it takes to operate we’ll do it, 
but most coaches feel as I do. It might be 
more interesting for the fans, but it would 
hurt in the evaluation process which is so 
necessary.” 


He thinks the evaluation period would be 
cut down to just seven to ten days and then 
10 or 12 days would be spent getting ready to 
play a game. 


“ I’d prefer to add a game on the regular 
season,” Osborne said. 
He doesn’t like the idea of playing a game 
when, in effect, coaches are told to play their 
first team one quarter, second team another 


quarter, and so on. “One reason we have 
spring practice is to decide who is first, se­ 
cond or third team,” he pointed out. 
A negative factorv.also would result in 
giving the first couple of opponents in 
September an opportunity to scout the 
Huskers when they are going all-out under 
game conditions to win. 
“Spring games now show them nothing 
and sometimes they’re worthless,” he said. 
“ Usually we use a very basic defense and we 
cut down the offense about a third. We never 
show anything new we’re going to be using 
during the season.” 
The injury factor always is greater in the 
spring b^ause teams hit and scrimmage 
more than in the fall. It’s a necessity to 
properly evaluate personnel. 


This is one reason Switzer opposes the 
game. He held ten regulars out of all spring 
scrimmage work, including the spring game. 
He figures he doesn’t need to evaluate their 
plusses and minuses. The same is done to a 
lesser degree at Nebraska. The No. 1 Husker 
units saw little more than a quarter of action 
in the spring game. 


Switzer feels deeply concerned about the 
moves to trim football scholarships as a cost- 
saving thing. 


“ They’re talking about taking away 
another five scholarships,” he said. “They’re 
killing the game, eating away at it. Five 
scholarships. That’s about $11,000 here out 
of a three-million dollar budget. Surely there 
must be a better way to save $11,000. 


“ They’ll return the game to the 1950s. 
Everybody will stress defense and the 
kicking game, if we’d go back to one platoon, 
and play for the break. We’ll have 7-2 games 
and the most exciting play will be a quick 
kick.” 


What Switzer dislikes most of all is a 
feeling that what started out as a sincere 
move to save dollars may be turning toward 
a move to legislate equality in college foot­ 
ball. 


John McKay, Southern California coach, 
said recently equality isn’t possible under 
any system. “The winners now will continue 
to win and the losers will continue to lose,” 
he believes, and he has history to back up 
that theory.

Trickey Under Fire, Five Cagers Quit 


AMEIS, Iowa (AP) — Iowa 
State University Basketball 
Coach Ken Trickey is under fire 
because five players have left the 
Cyclone basketball program. 


Charges have been made that 
some players don’t respect Tri­ 
ckey, that they aren’t receiving 
any coaching and that they don’t 
Uke his basketball program. 


“ I’d like to see people with­ 
hold judgment until I’ve had my 
program in effect for a year,” 
Trickey said in an interview. 


“ I got here last September and 
took over another person’s 
program. It’s too early to judge 
me on just one year.” 
Trickey’s teams compiled a 
118-23 record in five years at 
Oral Roberts University before 
he succeeded the late Maury 
John. The Cyclones finished 10- 
16 last season under Trickey, 
“ which was only my third losing 
season,” he said. 
Trickey learned last week that 
freshman guards Tom Norman 
and Chuck Fritz want to leave. 
Jim Thorup, a forward from Des 
Moines, and center Alex 
Mazeikas of Clinton are doing 
the same. Craig DeLoss, a 
center, left last season. Coach 
John’s son, John John, quit and 
then returned. 
Mazeikas, 6-foot-lO, played in 
19 of 26 games as a sophomore 
last season. He said Trickey’s go- 
go style was one reason he gave 
up his basketball scholarship. 
“ He doesn’t use a post man in all 
this,” Mazeikas said, “and that’s 
a big part of it.” 
Norman is from Rockford, Ql., 
and Fritz is from Freeport, Dl. 
Their fathers, Ron Norman and 


Bill Fritz, wrote to Trickey, 
asking that their sons be 
released from their com­ 
mitments to play at ISU. 
I’ve written letters of recom­ 
mendation for Thorup and Ma­ 
zeikas and gave them an un­ 
conditional release,” Trickey 
said. “I have not for Tom be­ 
cause it was such a surprise.” 
The elder Norman said his son 
wants to enroll elsewhere 
because, he contends, the play­ 
ers aren’t being coached, they 
don’t respect Trickey and they 
don’t believe in his brand of 
basketball. 
“I’ve always been brought up 
in a different coaching philoso­ 
phy,” young Norman said. 
“Coach Trickey’s philosophies 
are good, but he has to have the 
right type of players. I don’t 
think I’m the kind of player that 
can play that style.” 
He said he beheves that’s why 
the other four players left the 
program. 
“I can understand the kids 
being insecure,” said Trickey. 
“ When a new boss comes in, and 
he talks about recruiting new 
people...you can’t help but be in­ 
secure.” 
“It’s not uncommon for kids 
to leave when a new kid or coach 
comes into the program. I get 
two or three letters a week from 
kids who want to transfer here. 
“I think you’d be amazed at 
the number of kids who have left 
programs in the past when a new 
coach comes in.” 
Trickey said he isn’t critical of 
the basketball program he in­ 
herited. 
“Normally, a new coach ar­ 
rives in the spring and has a 
chance to change people with­ 
out others noticing it,” the Big

It’s wrong to 
New Methods Working 
For Luther's Squad

Lincoln Northeast track coach 
Clayton Luther admits to 
hearing some complaints about 
his workouts and training earlier 
this season. 
And when Northeast finished 
last in the city meet, Luther 
expected some of his team 
members to think be was a bit 
crazy. 


But heading into Friday and 
Saturday’s Boys State High 
School Track and Field meet at 
Omaha Burke, Luther hasn’t 
been hearing any complaints. 
Nobody seems to think he’s 
crazy anymore either. 
In winning the A-1 district 
meet at East High’s Stuart 
Stadium last Friday, Northeast 
qualified 15 entries to the state 
meet. It’s the fourth highest 
total in Class A. 
A first-year ccach with all 
first-year assistants (Bill Rogge 
and Ken Katzer), Luther figured 
it would be a good time to try 
some new coaching methods. 


“ Being a baseball player in 
college and not having par­ 
ticipated in track since high 
school,” Luther said, “ I was a 


bit apprehensive about taking 
the head track job. Since 
November, I’ve been reading, 
studying and attending clinics to 
learn as much as I can about the 
new methods of coaching.” 


The “new methods” include a 
total weight program for each of 
the team members, not just the 
weightmen. 


“ Everyone does the same 
exercises,” Luther said. “ But 
some just work with more 
weight than others.” 
Using a universal weight 
machine. Northeast worked out 
as a team three nights a week for 
the entire season up to the dis­ 
trict meet, and then tapered off 
to once a week. 


“ Even Scott Resz (Northeast’s 
top miler and a state contender), 
as hard a worker as be is, 
questioned the weights as a 
training method at first,” Luther 
said. “But now he’s planning on 
lifting all summer. 


“We started the season with 
the basic premise that we 
wanted to build and improve the 
entire season,” Luther said. “We 
worked a great deal on over­ 
distance work and weights.” 


The overdistance stopped with 
the Trans-Nebraska meet that 
Northeast won in the rain. 
Some might have thought that 
win was a fluke, but the Rockets 
proved otherwise with back-to- 
back titles in the Eastern 1-80 
Conference and district. 
Even with the advances 
Northeast has made throughout 
the year, Luther admits 
dreaming of a state cham­ 
pionship is probably just that — 
a dream. 


“Mathematically figuring, like 
all coaches do,” Luther 
calculated, “depending on the 
situation, we could score 
anywhere from a low of zero to 
60 points. 


“ Realistically, we figure 
anywhere between 30 and 50 
points,” Luther added. “Resz 
will have to be reckoned with 
since he’s run two 4:26’s and last 
year he got knocked off the 
curve so he should really be 
ready.” 
Beside Resz, Northeast has 
two members who placed in last 
year’s state meet. They are Jack 
Swanda (fifth in the long jump) 
and Steve Eliker (fifth in the 
high hurdles).

Same Old Story 
It’s hard to imagine any three persons who have made more 
positive contributions to Nebraska thoroughbred horse racing 
than Dick Becker, Henry Brandt or Harry Farnham. 


Yet those were precisely the three gentlemen who took the 
brunt of false charges, illogical reasoning and outmoded 
thinking at Tuesday’s date-setting meeting of the Nebraska State 
Racing Commission. And what did each of the trio do to deserve 
those criticisms? 


DICK BECKER — he’s been the major impetus in up­ 
grading Ak-Sar-Ben into one of the country’s major race tracks. 
It goes without saying some of the cheaper horses owned by 
Nebraskans will not be eligible to race in Omaha. That’s unfor­ 
tunate, yet Becker is definitely undeserving of the charges that 
Ak-Sar-Ben is impervious to the little man He’s doing all that is 
possible to turn Ak-Sar-Ben into a track that can compete with 
the best in the country. 
HE.NRY BRA.NDT — In the decade that he has been 
general manager of the State Fairgrounds, he has fought, 
pleaded and begged to get a new race track for Lincoln. Finally, 
the dream has been reached and by the 1977 racing season, Lin­ 
coln will have a new track and grandstand. ^ how is he 
rewarded? By charging him, through Red Lee, vice-president of 
the local division of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and Protective 
Association that he turn his back on horsemen who have sup­ 
ported the Lincoln races for 20 years’ Admittedly, the quality of 
horses that will be eligible for the remodeled Lincoln plant will 
be better. But that doesn’t — repeat doesn’t mean — that Henry 
Brandt will eliminate stables that have been permanent fixtures 
in this town for two decades. 
HARRY FARNHAM — As chairman of the Nebraska State 
Racing Commission, he is constantly the referee in disputes 
which technically, he shouldn’t be wasting his time with. The 
arguments and charges leveled at Tuesday's meetings which 
Farnham tried to resolve are too childish and illogical to waste 
space in this paper to describe. Farnham serves without pay on 
the commission, yet he takes the blame for what is wrong with 
Nebraska racing. 


Repeat Of Last Year 
The same disputes which marred last year’s date-setting 
meeting in the fall surfaced on Tuesday. Again Becker, Brandt 
and Farnham received unwarranted criticisms. 


There is room for the top-level horses in this state and for 
low-priced claimers. But times change. 


Unfortunately, some horsemen don’t. You have to better 
your stock or you will be left at the gate. 
This sports section can’t do things the way it was done 10 
years ago. We’ve got to do a better job in the way we present the 
news. 
It’s the same with thoroughbred racing. Becker can’t run 
Ak-Sar-Ben like it was 1965 — this is 1975 — and conditions are 
vastly different from 10 years ago. 
Certainly, no one likes to see Nebraska residents have trou­ 
ble getting stalls at any track in this state. But if you don’t have 
livestock that is eligible to compete then you must improve your 
product. 


Not tearing a race track down to your level, but by bettering 
your stock so that it can compete on a higher level. 


However, saying inuendoes about Dick Becker, Henry 
Brandt and Harry Farnham won’t improve your horses. Only 
hard work will do that.

BASKETBALL 
Mendy Rudolph, dean of National Basketball Association 
referees, has returned to his New York home after being 
released from a hospital after recovering from a blood clot. 
Rudolph collapsed at the beginning of a playoff game in 
Washington in April. 
The Braves also announced that Bob MacKinnon became 
the director of player personnel for Buffalo. The job is, in effect, 
the general manager’s job. MacKinnon resiped as coach of the 
St. Louis Spirits of the ABA to take the position. 
Spirits president Harr> Weltman has already ruled out at 
least two men interested in replacing MacKinnon as coach. 
Spirit guard Freddie Lewis expressed interest, but Weltman 
said Lewis didn’t have enough coaching experience. The same 
reason was given when assistant coach John Morrison also 
expressed interest. 
Southern Methodist University is moving basketball coach 
Bob Prewitt into a new job as director of the All-Sports Center 
and intramural program, and will be looking for a new head 
coach in the next few weeks. 
FOOTBALL 
All-American running back Anthony Davis, the alltime 
rushing leader at the University of Southern California, has 
signed a $2 million multi-year contract with the WFL’s Southern 
California Sun. Davis was the first-round pick of the NFL’s New 
York Jets, but didn’t get as lucrative an offer. Davis’ agent, 
Mike Trope, said the WFL pact was for seven times as much 
money as the NFL team offered. 
Ron Jessie, the sixth-ranked wide receiver in the NFL, 
broke off negotiations with the Detroit Lions and charged the 
team general manager Russ Thomas with unethical conduct. 
Jessie charged Thomas with trying to break up his close 
relationship with attorney Bob Fenton. 
The NFL notified the Minnesota Vikings that wide receiver 
John Gilliam’s WFL contract has not been breached. Vikings 
president Max Winter said the team will not conduct any 
negotiations with Gilliam. 
OTHER SPORTS 
Don Luce, one of the NHL’s top penalty killers, has been 
awarded the Bill Masterton Memorial Trophy for the 1974-75 
season. The trophy is awarded annually by the Professional 
Hockey Writers’ Association to the NHL player best 
exemplifying qualities of perseverence, sportsmanship and 
dedication to hockey. Luce has 33 goals and 43 assists for 76 
points and has had only 43 minutes in penalties for the Buffalo 
Sabres. 
NHL President Clarence Campbell has suspended four 
players for the start of the 1975-76 season. Bob Plager of the St. 
Louis Blues and Dave Hutchinson of the Los Angeles Kings are 
out for five games, while Dave Williams of the Toronto Maple 
Leafs and Gene Carr of the Kings were tagged with two-game 
suspensions. 
West German ski jumper Anton Angerer, who broke his 
spine and was paralyzed after a faU from the Finnish 
springboard at Lathi in February, died Wednesday. The 18-year- 
old was one of the great hopes in West German ski jumping. 
Four veteran jockeys, charged with fixing a race which 
resulted in a $927.30 “triple” payoff at Bowie Race Course, were 
among seven persons indicted by a federal grand jury.

Carp in Minnesota? 


When a visitor goes to Minnesota, he anticipates some of 


the best fish eating around. The state is known for its walleye 
and there's no finer tasting fish anywhere. 


Maynard Olson, "Ole" to friends, thinks differently. Olson 


is the head of a growing firm which calls itself Carpole's Inc. 
That's pronounced Carp-oh-lee. 


Olson feels there's a fish food source virtually untapped in 


this great country of ours. You guessed it, carp. Old 
gagyatothinkabout, bone in the throat carp. 


To prove his point, Ole annually takes it upon himself to 


sponsor an hors d'oeuvre hour at the Minnesota Governor's 
Open Fishing Party. Everything Ole serves is made from carp, 
with the exception of the crackers and they were Rib. Only the 
best for Ole. 


Olson's product line included the standards, smoked carp 


and picled carp. The pickled carp, by the way, would have 
rivaled the best pickled hearing on the market. It topped the 
pickled hearing served with the meal later. I checked. 


Then Olson got fancy. He added carp bologna. It tasted like 


regular sandwich bologna. Then he threw in carp summer 
sausage. It tasted like the stick sausages you find in stores, 
restaurants, gas stations and everywhere. The carp was identical 
with the exception of the texture which was more edible 
anyway. 


That Ain't All Yet 


Anybody can make carp sausage or bologna, you say. Well, 


how about substituting carp for tuna or salmon in salads. Olson 
did. 


He had his two spreads on crackers. The five pounds of each 


lasted almost a half-hour. Most of the outdoor writers attending 
were flabbergasted when told they were eating carp dishes. 


Last year, Olson also had cheese carp and fish patties. The 


trouble with last year was our party didn't get done fishing in 
time to sample any of it. It was gone. All eaten. Vanished. Olson 
said it wasn't too bad. The writers apparently believed him. 


Olson has more good news. His Carpole Inc. is expending its 


operation. The Garfield, Minn., plant purchased new machinery 
from a dissolved poultry operation and bought a flesh separator 
capable of processing 3,000 pounds of rough fish an hour. 


Olson said too much criticism has been directed toward 


carp so he's taking it to account with plans for going big time. 
He'll begin marketing the carp products in the near future on a 
larger scale. 


Ole says rough fish availability is no problem. Carp and 


other rough fish are plentiful everywhere. Tons of frozen fish 
have already been stockpiled by private interests ready to make 
a sale to Carpole. 


Olson has even found the secret formula for a liquid fish fer- 


tilizer. Called "Eco-Gro," the new fertilizer has Ole on the edge 
of his chair with exictement. 


"There's no limit to what you can do with carp," he'll tell 


any willing listener. After taste tests and reading of his fertilizer, 
he'll make you a believer, too.

Winds Hamper Walleye Season Opener

Willmar, Minn. — High winds 


gusting to 20 mph greeted 
Minnesota anglers heading out 
for last Saturday's walleye 
fishing season opener. 


And the winds turned fishing 


off for most. 


"The fishing is gonna be tough 


today," Al Lindner said before

Page 30 


even putting his boat in the 
water on Green Lake near here. 
Lindner is considered the top 
walleye catcher in the country so 
he knew of which he spoke. 


The fishing was slow. Not 


many of the 40-plus outdoor 
writers attending the annual 
Governor's Walleye Opener here 
managed to limit out with their 
six walleyes. Some even failed to 
catch a walleye. 


"When the weather is like this, 


you know fishing's gonna be 
slow," Lindner said. The 
weather was near 70 with winds 


continually turning the water 
over. The veteran fishing guide 
said the fishing would improve 
in the upcoming weeks but the 
area was then in a post-spawning 
lull. 


Lindner, with brother Ron, 


started guiding in his teen years. 
He later developed the popular 
Lindy Rigging technique, tur- 
ning the finding into a profitable 
tackle making firm. 


The brothers sold the firm a 


few years ago, remaining with 
the company until recently when 
they quit to start a nationally 
syndicated television and radio 
series. 


All the recent changes didn't 


seem to bother Al much, as he 
set the hook on the first of 
several Walleye from Andrew 
Lake north of here. 


It took Al about two years of 


hard fishing as a guide to perfect 
the Lindy Rig technique. It 
calls for backtrolling a walking 
slip sinker attached to a short 
leader by a snap swivel. Tip the 
rig with a nightcrawlier injected 
with a puff of air from a 
hypodermic needle, a leach or 
minow and you have a Lindy fish 
catcher. 


By mid-day, Al felt the fishing 


was too slow, having boated only 
two keeper walleye. So he 
loaded the boat and headed to 
Green Lake, the area's largest 
lake, to try again. 


Boats were packed in a small 


area outside the river inlet 
between Green Lake and Nest 
Lake when we ajrived. The area 
had been packed with anxious 
walleye fishermen from mid- 
night the previous morning. 


The fish were there. Nearly 


every boat pulled in a walleye 
with more consistant catches 
coming from the boats able to 
anchor and hold their spot at the 


edge of the swift current. One 
fish pushing nine pounds was 
taken. 


Green Lake's outlet saved the 


day with three more keeper 
walleye for our boat and a pair 
of limits for fellow Lindy 
veteran Ted Capra's boat with 
St. Paul outdoor writer Hank 
Kehborn. 


Reports in from other parts of 


the state ran from fair to good. 
Mille Lacs, the world's most 
productive walleye water, accor- 
ding to Lindner, provided 
anglers with some of the best 
fishing as usual. 


Lindner said anyone on Mille 


Lacs who was willing to fish long 


enough (up to eight hours) could 
limit out on that lake. Some 
4,500-plus people tried their luck 
on Mille Lacs alone Saturday. 


Leech Lake near Walker saw 


fishermen experiencing good 


success until mid-day foul 
weather moved in. Much of 
northern Minnesota experienced 
rain and high winds but late 
spawning for the area provided 
for good walleye fishing where 
fishermen could get out.

Blessings Given To U.S. 736 Stage Line Idea 


By DEAN TERRILL 


Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Peru - Reversing a previous 


unofficial stand, the executive 
committee of the Southeast 
Nebraska 
Council 
of 


Governments (SENCOG) ad- 
ministered their blessing 
Wednesday night to the 
proposed U.S. 136 Stage Line. 


By a 6-2 vote with five 


members absent, the group 
decided to give "favorable com- 
ments" on the plan's final 
application. As the regional 
clearinghouse for such federally- 
funded projects, SENCOG will 
forward the application for state 
and federal review. 


Although the affirmative vote 


is not binding at other levels, it 
was considered a near necessity 
if the ten-county bus line is to 
materialize. Several months of 
preparation, including a survey 


ot some 750 persons, has gone 
into the proposal by various 
agencies. 


Co-sponsors of the proposed 


two-bus system are Southeast 
Nebraska Community Action 
Council (SENCA) of Humboldt 
and Blue Valley Community Ac- 
tion of Fairbury. 


A minimum of discussion 


preceded the Wednesday vote, 
taken at the committee's regular 
monthly meeting. However, the 
issue has prompted wide discus- 
sion before and after a general 
membership meeting of last 
month. 


An 11-9 straw vote by 


representatives at that meeting 
had upheld a previous decision 
of the executive committee not 
to support the plan. However, 12 
towns in the ara had no 
representatives at the general 
session. 


Several members at the latest 


meeting echoed the suggestion 
of Richardson County Com- 
missioner Wes Stansburgy, of 
Humboldt, to "at least give this 
a chance to work." But that 
same town's mayor, Paul Lewis, 
said he was obligated to vote no 
as instructed by his city council. 


The other negative vote came 


from Myron Lueders, of Elk 
Creek. In favor were Stansbury, 
Ivan Gottula, of Elk Creek; 
Larry Anderson, of Tecumseh; 
Logan Majors, of Auburn; Paul 
Weinert, of Falls City; and 
Robert H. Gyhra, of Steinauer. 


As presented by Brad Field 


and Mrs. Ann Williams, of 
SENCA, the implication calls for 
a two-year funding of 1623,416. 
Of this, $339,825, is for capital 
costs and the balance for opera- 
tion. 


It is estimated that fares will 


generate some $176,364 over the 
two-year demonstration period, 
based upon predictions of 58,788 
persons using the bus at least 
once annually. The fares are 
proposed at five cents per mile 
under 100 miles and four cents 
beyond that distance. 


If the projections hold, an 


excess of about $38,000 will ac- 
cumulate from riders. This 
would be a starting point for 
financing the venture beyond its 
trial period. 


Since there has been ap- 


prehension that counties or 
other local agencies might have 
to subsidize the line later, the 
committee agreed that it was 
making no such commitment. 


Also to be noted, in the review 


comments is the hope that the 
routing eventually will be 
modified so the bus will pass 
through Lincoln. One of the prin- 


cipal objections has been that 
the line, while basically serving 
towns between Hastings and the 
Missouri River, will serve Lin- 
coln only indirectly. 


However, 
SENCA 


represenatitives said a revision 
to include Lincoln now would 
provoke opposition from com- 
mercial bus lines now entering 
the city. The plan is use the 136 
Stage Line as a feeder operation 
for these, mainly through 
Beatrice. 


In charge of the meeting were 


SENCOG Administrator Bill 
Kartsonis, and committee chair- 
man Paul Weinert, of Falls City.

Blessings Given To U.S. 136 Stage Line Idea 


By DEAN TERRILL 
Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Peru —• Reversing a previous 
unofficial stand, the executive 
committee of the Southeast 
Nebraska 
Council 
of 
Governments (SENCOG) ad­ 
ministered their blessing 
Wednesday night to the 
proposed Ü.S. 136 Stage Une. 
By a 6-2 vote with five 
members absent, the group 
decided to give “favorable com­ 
ments” on the plan’s final 
application. As the regional 
clearinghouse for such federally- 
funded projects, SENCOG will 
forward the application for state 
and federal review. 
Althoi^h the affirmative vote 
is not binding at other levels, it 
was considered a near necessity 
if the ten-county bus line is to 
materialize. Several months of 
preparation, including a survey 


ot some 750 persons, has gone 
into the proposal by various 
agencies. 
Co-sponsors of the proposed 
two-bus system are Southeast 
Nebraska Community Action 
Council (SENCA) of Humboldt 
and Blue Valley Community Ac­ 
tion of Fairbury. 
A minimum of discussion 
preceded the Wednesday vote, 
taken at the committee’s regular 
monthly meeting. However, the 
issue has prompted wide discus­ 
sion before and after a general 
membership meeting of last 
month. 


An 11-9 straw vote by 
representatives at that meeting 
had upheld a previous decision 
of the executive committee not 
to support the plan. However, 12 
towns in the ara had no 
representatives at the general 
session. 


Several members at the latest 
meeting echoed the suggestion 
of R ichardson County Com­ 
missioner Wes Stansburgy, of 
Humboldt, to “at least give this 
a chance to work.” But that 
same town’s mayor, Paul Lewis, 
said he was obligated to vote no 
as instructed by his city council. 
The other negative vote came 
from Myron Lueders, of Elk 
Creek. In favor were Stansbury, 
Ivan Gottula, of Elk Creek; 
Larry Anderson, of Tecumseh; 
Logan Majors, of Auburn; Paul 
Weinert, of Falls City; and 
R obert H. Gyhra, of Steinauer. 
As presented by Brad Field 
and Mrs. Ann Williams, of 
SENCA, the implication calls for 
a two-year funding of $623,416. 
Of this, $339,825, is for capital 
costs and the balance for opera­ 
tion. 
It is estimated that fares will 


generate some $176,364 over the 
two-year demonstration period, 
based upon predictions of 58,788 
persons using the bus at least 
once annually. The fares are 
proposed at five cents per mile 
under 100 miles and four cents 
beyond that distance. 
If the projections hold, an 
excess of about $38,000 will ac­ 
cumulate from riders. This 
would be a starting point for 
financing the venture teyond its 
trial period. 


Since there has been ap­ 
prehension that counties or 
other local agencies might have 
to subsidize the line later, the 
committee agreed that it was 
making no such commitment. 
Also to be noted, in the review 
comments is the hope that the 
routing eventually will be 
modifié so the bus will pass 
through Lincoln. One of the prin­ 


cipal objections has been that 
the line, while basically serving 
towns between Hastings and the 
Missouri R iver, will serve Lin­ 
coln only indirectly. 
However, 
SENCA 
represenatitives said a revision 
to include Lincoln now would 
provoke opposition from com­ 
mercial bus lines now entering 
the city. The plan is use the 136 
Stage Line as a feeder operation 
for these, mainly through 
Beatrice. 
In charge of the meeting were 
SENCOG Administrator Bill 
Kartsonis, and committee chair­ 
man Paul Weinert, of Falls City.
